The action, the most far-reach- 
ing yet taken in the swing toward 
full war co-operation between So- 
viet Russia and its western allies, 
was adopted by the Comintern’s 
Executive Committee which ex- 


plained that, because of inability 
to convene a congress under pres- 
ent war conditions, it was asking 
the various national sections to 
ratify the step. 

A resolution adopted by the com- 
mittee said the Communist Inter- 
national had been out-moded and 
had proved to be a drag, in some 
countries, on the “further 
strengthening -of the national 
working class parties.” 

Independent Groups Urged. 

The great lesson of the war, it 
added, was that “the general na- 
tional uprising and mobilization of 
people forthe speediest victory 
over the enemy can be best of all 
and most fruitfully carried out by 
the vanguard of the working class 
movement of each separate coun- 
try working within the framework 
of its own country.” 

The text of the announcement 
seemed to indicate that dissolution 
of the Comintern. was no tem- 
porary wartime expediency but a 
final act of abolition. 

(London observers said a major 
blow for Allied unity had been 
struck and one foreign diplomatic 
source described the Moscow ac- 
tion as “the most intelligent and 
adroit diplomatic move of the 
war.” A Communist authority in 
London declared the Comintern 
never would be resurrected.) 

The resolution said that even be- 
fore the war it became clear that 
because of increasing complica- 
tions in internal and international 
affairs of various countries “any 
sort of international center would 
encounter insuperable obstacles in 
solving the problems” of the Com- 
munist movement. 

Differences Sharpened. 

Differences in the “level and 
tempo” of the economic and polit-

tries were accentuated, it added, 
by the war which placed a divid- 
ing line between countries which 
fell to Hitler's domination and 
those united in an anti-Hitler 
coalition. 

The working class parties have 
three main. tasks, it asserted. 
Those in Hitler’s bloc must give all 
help “by sabotage of the Hitlerite 
military machine from within.” 

The “sacred duty” of those in 
the anti-Hitler coalition consists 
of aiding “by every means the 
military efforts of the govern- 
ments of these countries aimed at 
the speediest defeat of the Hitler- 
ite bloc.”

ARMY PRIVATE SAID 
TO GET EQUIVALENT 
OF $1700 A YEAR 


Estimate Includes Food, Cloth- 
ing, Savings on Postage 
and Cigarettes. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
An estimate that the lowest paid 
Army private receives the equiva- 
lent of $1700 a year came tonight 
from the Office of War. Informa- 
tion. 

OWI said the estimate was made 
by Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, assisted by the War and 
Navy departments and the Veter- 
It gave the 
following breakdown: 

Soldiers cash income at $50 a 
month, $600; food, figured at $1.50 
a day, $574.50; barrack shelter ($10 
monthly), $120; equipment and re- 
placement, $170; imedical, dental 
and hospital care, $100; saved on 
life insurance, $63.40; saved on cig- 
arettes, $10.95; saved on laundry, 
$32.50; saved on postage and bar- 
ber bills, $28.65. 

Soldiers on duty gutside the 
United States can buy cigarettes 
exempt from the Federal tax of 
seven cents for a pack of 20. In 
this country, the price charged in| 
post exchanges usually is slightly 
lower than in civilian outlets. Post- 
age is free. 


FLOODS MAY UPSET CROP

381 Bodies Still in Hold 
of Warship — Improve- 
ments Made in Salvaged 
Vessels Back on Duty.

PEARL HARBOR, May 22 (AP). 
—The battleship Oklahoma, turned 
almost upside down during the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, 
has been righted after months of 
difficult salvage work. 

Relating the full extent of op- 
erations, the, Navy announced 
with pride today that, of the 19 
craft sunk or damaged on Dec. 
7, 1941, only three vessels have 
been written off as lost. Even 
from these ships more than 50 
per cent salvage has been 
achieved. 

Righting of the Oklahoma was 


a matter of special pride for Rear 
Admiral W. R. Furlong, comman- 
dant of the Pearl Harbor Navy 
Yard, and the yard’s salvage- su- 
perintendent, Com. F. H. Whitaker 
of Beaumont, Tex. 

Ending any remaining secrecy 
about the Pearl Harbor losses, the 
Admiral proudly announced the 
Navy’s success in reclaiming and 
modernizing most of the ships hit 
in the Japanese attack. He then 
led reporters onto the decks of the 
Oklahoma and into the captain’s 
cabin. 

Turned Over in 8 Minutes. 
“She turned over in ae n or 

eight minutes after being hit, and 
you'll see some strange sights,” 
the Admiral remarked. “The dam- 
age here was caused partly by .fire 
and water and by capsizing. Look 
around you.” 

There were huge, gaping holes 
in the heavy steel plates, but such 
fragile things as the light bulb in 
the socket above the captain’s 
desk was unbroken. 

At the other end of the cabin 
were the broken remains of a bed. 
On it lay a pair of pajamas, their 
purple color still evident despite 
months of soaking at the bottom 
of the harbor. 

Bodies Still Below Decks. 

In the adjoining galley, where 
the captain’s food was prepared, 
the refrigeration door stood open. 
Inside, the ice cube trays were in 
their proper places. On the bot- 
tom shelf was a milk bottle, fire- 
blackened and empty. 

The holds of the Oklahoma 
still were water-filled. A strong 
stench came from them, and 
signs warned workmen not to 
descend without gas masks. Be- 
low decks, the Admiral said,

REFUSES TO SAY 
HOW MUCH IT WAS 


Will Not Tell Who So- 
licited Him or Whether! ; 
He Knows of. Others 
Paying Part of $1255, 


Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, for- 
mer president of the Police Board, 
made it known yesterday that he 
had “contributed” to the fund for 
defense of the three city detec- 
tives who were formerly under in- 
dictment for Edward Melendes’ 


death in a police cell, He refused 
to say whether his contribution 
was all or a part of the $1255 
which has been paid to John L. 
Sullivan, attorney who obtained 
dismissal of the indictment against 
the detectives. 

“T know those three men,” Maj. 
Lambert said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “and I was glad to con- 
tribute to their defense fund. I 
would do it again. They did not 
personally solicit me, and I did not 
talk with them about it.” 

In response to further questions, 
the former Police Board head re- 
fused to say who did solicit his 
contribution, or whether he knew 
of other contributors. His term as 
board president ended in 1941, a 
year before the Melendes case 
arose. 

First Such Disclosure. 

Lambert’s statement was the 
first answer given to the question 
raised by the testimony of the de- 
tectives, Walter C. Bauer, Edward 
Rung and Rino Mittino, at a 
deposition hearing Thursday after- 
noon, as to the defense fund. Mit- 
tino testified that he arranged 
with Sullivan to defend himself 
and the others, and understood the 
fee would .be $3000 or $3500; later, 
he said, Sullivan told him $1255 
had been paid, but did not state 
who had furnished the money. Sul- 
livan, questioned by interviewers, 
confirmed this. 

While on the Police Board, Lam- 
bert took great interest in the 
work of detective  night-riding 
squads, one of which was formed 
by Bauer, Rung and Mittino. He 
spent much time at Police Head- 
quarters, and frequently went out 
with detectives on raids and in 
response to crime reports. He also 
showed great interest in traffic 
policies, and in any possible rela- 
tions of the Police Department to 
aviation, on which he is an author- 
ity of long standing. 

Police Inspector Herman Siebels, 
inquiring into the rce of the 
payment to Sullivan, Kia yesterday 
that Sullivan had refused to an- 
swer his question, and had con- 
firmed the deterctives’ statement 
that they did not know the source 
of their defense fund. Sullivan 
obtained dismissal of the indict- 
ment against the detectives, by 
pleading prejudicial activity of Cir- 
cuit Judge Harry F. Russel] in the 
case. 


Hennings in Charge of Inquiry. 

Circuit Attorney Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr. took ‘charge of the Melen- 
‘|des investigation yesterday, on his 
return to his office after an illness 
of seven weeks, during which the 
inquiry was under direction of First 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Henry 
G. Morris, 


Hennings, who expressed amaze- 
ment that five grand juries have 
dealt with various aspects of the 
strange case, began to study the 
records bearing on the investiga- 
tions and legal ramifications of 
the long-drawn-out inquiry. He 
said he had not had opportunity to 
confer with Morris about it and 
his only knowledge of the matter 
was what he had read in the news- 
papers. 

The Circuit Attorney, who has 
been suffering from a respiratory 
infection since returning from duty 
as a lieutenant commander in the 
Navy April 5, said his physicians 
had told him he could undertake 
the duties of his office. although 
he must avoid long hours at the 
outset. He was on duty with the 
Navy two years. 

Donnell to See Records. 


Gov. Forrest C. Donnell an- 
nounced yesterday that he would 
come to St. Louis, probably on 
Thursday, with Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick, to examine cer- 
tain unspecified records in the 
Melendes case. The examination, 
he indicated, might determine what 
future course of action they will 
take in the inquiry. 

Gov. Donnell received a request 
from the executive committee of

Goodrich, Firestone Em- 
ployes at Akron Pro- 


test Against Pay Rise 


of Only 3 Cents an 
Hour. 


AKRON, O., May 22 (AP).— 
More than 9000 CIO United Rubber 
Workers failed to report fér work 


on afternoon shifts at the B. F. 
Goodrich Co. and the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Co. Akron plants 
today, and union leaders said the 
employes were protesting against 
a War Labor Board decision. 

Some workers gathered outside 
the gates at each concern as more 
than 4000 unionists did not appear 
for the 2 p. m, shift at Goodrich 
and aout 5000 were absent after 
2, 2:30 and 3 o'clock starting times 
at Firestone. 

George Bass, president of the 
Goodrich local, said the work stop- 
page was a spontaneous protest 
against a reported WLB decision 
limiting proposed wage increases 
for more than 40,000 employes of 
four major rubber companies to 3 
cents an hour, 5 cents less than 
the maximum permissible« under 
the Little Steel formula. 

Firestone Nearly Tied Up. 

A Firestone company spokesman 
said production there was virtual- 
ly stopped. 

President Harley Treen of the 
Firestone local called a meeting of 
his plant’s union members for to- 
morrow, declaring the WLB ruling 
“was a great disappointment. We 
are going to fight this decision as 
unfair and unjust to the last ditch.” 

The union's international head- 
quarters said it would have to com- 
ment until official announcement 
of the WLB decision, which had 
been reported from labor sources. 

In WLB Hands for Year 

The decision also affects several 
thousand workers in various parts 
of the country. The case went be- 
fore the WLB about a year ago 
and several union leaders had 
threatened their members would 
hold a one-day labor holiday early 
in June unless a decision came by 
that time. The WLB also refused 
to permit night shift differentials, 
likewise recommended by a a- 
jority of its panel. 

It was understood the public and 
industry members of the board 
declined to allow the full amount 
under the Little Steel formula on 
the ground that the,“take home” 
pay is relatively high now and 
further increases would unstabil- 
ize wage rates in the industry. 

Rubber workers’ wages vary 
from job to job, many of which 
are paid on a piece work basis, 
industry spokesmen said. Good- 
rich informed the WLB recently 
that, including overtime, factory 
workers’ pay averaged $1.31 an 
hour and $53 a week at Goodrich 
in April,

Under the heading, “Tough on 
the AFL,” the CIO organ com- 
ments as follows on Lewis’ ma- 
neuver: 

“After fighting off the proffered 
embraces of John L. Lewis ever 
since he left the CIO, the AFL 
executive council has finally been 
maneuvered into considering his 
application for affiliation. 

“The CIO is big-hearted enough 
to be able to commiserate with its 
sometime rival on this misfor- 
tune, 

“From experience, we can warn 
the AFL that Lewis’ embrace will 
not be tender and will lesve them 
badly mauled, if they succumb to 
it. 


Says Others Will Suffer. 

“Nor will the AFL be the only 
one to suffer. For Lewis will add 
his weight to that of reactionary 
America First and anti-Roosevelt 
leaders in the AFL and endanger 
control by the present win-the-war 
majority. This could only have 
most serious results for all labor 
and for our war effort.

Danger points along the turbu- 
lent Illinois were at Beardstown, 
where most of the 6500 residents 
were evacuated yesterday, and 
upstream at Pekin and industrial 
Peoria. 

Evacuation of Beardstown, some 
90 miles north of St. Louis, was 
heralded dramatically at 7 a. m. 
yesterday by blasts of whistles and 
clangor of church bells as the 
muddy river waters, at record 
stage, lapped at several feet of 
sandbags on the top of the 27-foot 
levee built after the disastrous 
flood of 1927,

AT DUPO SUSPEND 
OPERATIONS AS 
RESULT OF FLOOD 


Rivers Expected to Pass 
1903 Marks Today — 
Small Boats Being 
Used to Take Off Ref- 
ugees — 4 Plants Shut 
Down. 


The Mississippi River at St. 
Loufs and the Missouri River at 
St. Charles are expected to pass 
their 1903 flood crests by several 
inches today, the Government 
Weather Bureau announced last 
night, as 7000 Missouri State 
Guardsmen, soldiers, Coast Guards- 
men. and civilians prepared for a 
week-end battle against the rush of 
water to keep the remaining levees 
and dikes standing. 

Plants of four companies in the 
St. Louis flood area have been 
closed because of the high water, 
and more than 2000 persons have 
been made homeless by the flood 
which has been surpassed daily by 
the flood of 1844. 

Flood water from the Mississippi 
gushed through the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad high line at North 
Dupo last night, forcing suspen- 
sion of operation at the railroad 
yards at Dupo. the largest in the 
United States, and threatening the 
2082 residents of the city, six miles 
south of East St. Louis. 

The community, situated about 
two and a half miles from the 
original shore line of the Missis- 
sippi, is threatened by two tongues 
of water creeping in from the 
north and the south from the over- 
flow at Fish Lake, which has been 
receiving backwater from the 
flooded Mississippi. 

Homes in East Carondelet, the 
community adjoining Dupo and 
tirely inundated. Only the roofs 
of some were visible yesterday. 
The water along the Dupo-East 
Carondelet highway, which paral- 
lels the Missouri Pacific high line, 
is more than six feet deep in some 
places, 

Mayor William Reynolds of 
Dupo, said, “The situation looks 
bad.” 

Families Leaving. 

Families, most of whom - had 
moved their furniture to upper 
floors of their homes, were fleeing 
tos higher ground, A call was sent 
out to the Coast Guard for boats

with women and children, the aged 
and infirm. Others, carrying what 
personal belongings they could, 
trudged out of town along the 
only highway left open.

The great lesson of the war, it 
added, was that “the general na- 
tiona] uprising and mobilization of 
people for the speediest victory 
over the enemy can be best of all 
and most fruitfully carried out by 
the vanguard,.of the working class 
movement of each separate coun- 
try working within the framework 
ef its own country.” 

The text of the announcement 
seemed to indicate that dissolution 
of the Comintern was no tem- 
porary wartime expediency but a 
final act of abolition. 

(London observers said a major 
biow for Allied unity had been 
struck and one foreign diplomatic 
source described the Moscow ac- 
tion as “the most intelligent and 
adroit diplomatic move of the 
war.” A Communist authority in 
London declared the Comintern 
never would be resurrected.) 

The resolution said that even be- 
- fore the war it became clear that 
because of increasing complica- 
tions in internal and international 
affairs of various countries “any 
sort of international center would 
encounter insuperable obstacles in 
solving the problems” of the Com- 
munist movement. 

Differences Sharpened. 

Differences in the “level and

ARMY PRIVATE SAID 


TO GET EQUIVALENT 
OF $1700 A YEAR 


Estimate Includes Food, Cloth- 
ing, Savings on Postage 
and Cigarettes. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
An estimate that the lowest paid 
Army private receives the equiva- 
lent of $1700 a year came tonight 
from the Office of War Informa- 
tion. 

OWT said the estimate was made 
by Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, assisted by the War and 
Navy departments and the Veter- 
ans Administration. It gave the 
following breakdown: 

Soldiers cash income at $50 a 
month, $600; food, figured at $1.50 
a day, $574.50; barrack shelter ($10 
monthly), $120; equipment and re- 
placement, $170; ..edical, dental 
and hospital care, $100; saved on 
life insurance, $63.40; saved on cig- 
arettes, $10.95; saved on laundry, 
$32.50; saved on postage and bar- 
ber bills, $28.65. 

Soldiers: on duty outside the 
United States can buy cigarettes 
exempt from the Federal tax of 
seven cents for a pack of 20. In 
this country, the price charged in 
post exchanges usually is slightly 
lower than in civilian outlets. Post- 
age is free.

Sulfamerazine, a new sulfa drug, 
accomplishes its purpose more 
quickly than other sulfanilamide 
remedies, was announced today by 
Sharp & Dohme, Philadelphia, 
whose chemists synthesized this 


new material. 


Sulfanilamide does its good 
work mainly by getting into the 
human blood stream and there 
spreading to the infected area, 
therefore concentration in the 
blood has been the important ob- 
jective in giving sulfa drugs. The 
announcement says the new sulfa 
drug is so much more rapidly ab- 
sorbed that both smaller and less 
frequent doses are required to pro- 
duce the healing blood sulfa levels. 

The report suggests that for 
soldiers wounded in battle, a single 
dose of the new form will give as 
much protection as several doses 
of other sulfa drugs. The amount 
of sulfanilamide in the blood, it 
was said, remains high for a 
longer period. 


381 Bodies Still in Hold 
of Warship — Improve- 
ments Made in Salvaged 
Vessels Back on Duty. 


By REMBERT JAMES 
PEARL HARBOR, May 22 (AP). 
—The battleship Oklahoma, turned 
almost upside down during the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, 
has been righted after months of 
difficult salvage work. 

Relating the full extent of op- 
erations, 
with pride today that, of the 19 
‘craft sunk or damaged on Dec. 
7, 1941, only three vessels have 
been written off as lost. Even 
from these ships more than 50 
per cent salvage has been 
achieved. 

Righting of the Oklahoma was 
a matter of special pride for Rear 


Admiral W. R. Furlong, .comman- 
dant of the Pearl Harbor Navy 
Yard, and the yard’s salvage su- 
perintendent, Com. F. H. Whitaker 
of Beaumont, Tex. 

Ending any remaining secrecy 
about the Pearl Harbor losses, the 
Admiral proudly announced the 
Navy’s success in reclaiming and 
modernizing most of the ships hit 
in the Japanese attack. He then 
led reporters onto the decks of the 
Oklahoma and into the captain’s 
cabin. 

Turned Over in 8 Minutes. 
“She turned over in seven or 

eight minutes after being hit, afid 
you'll see some strange sights,” 
the Admiral remarked. “The dam- 
age here was caused partly by fire 
and water and by capdizing. Look 
around you.” 
- There were huge, gaping holes 
in the heavy steel plates, but such 
fragile things as the light bulb in 
the socket above the captain’s 
desk was unbroken. 

At the other end of the cabin 
were the $roken remains of a bed. 
On it lay a pair of pajamas, their 
purple color still evident despite 
months of soaking at the bottom 
of the harbor. 

Bodies Still Below Decks. 

In the adjoining galley, where 
the captain’s food was prepared, 
the refrigeration door stood open. 
Inside, the ice cube trays were in 
their proper places. On the bot- 
tom shelf was a milk bottle, fire- 
blackened and empty. 

The holds of the Oklahoma 
still were water-filled. A strong 
stench came from them, and 
signs warned workmen not to 
descend without gas masks. Be- 
low decks, the Admiral said,

Mrs, Kelly said she came from

Capt. Kelly, one of the war's first 
heroes, piloted his Flying Fortress 
through a barrage of anti-aircraft 
fire to bomb the Japanese battle- 
ship Haruna which he is credited 
with sinking off the Philippines. 
He was posthumously awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross,

him to West Point in 1956.

Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, for- 
mer president of the Police Board, 
made it known yesterday that he 
had “contributed” to the fund for 
defense of the three city detec- 
tives who were formerly under in- 
dictment for Edward Melendes’ 
death in a police cell. He refused 
to say whether his contribution 
was all or a part of the $1255 
which has been paid to John L. 
Sullivan, attorney who obtained 
dismissal of the indictment against 
the detectives, 

“Tt know those three men,” Maj. 
Lambert said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “and I was glad to con- 
tribute to their defense fund. I 
would do it again. They did not 


personally solicit me, and I did not) ' 


talk with them about it.” 

In response to further questions, 
the former Police Board head re- 
fused to say who did solicit his 
contribution, or whether he knew 
of other contributors. His term as 
board president ended in 1941, a 
year before the Melendes case 
arose. 

First Such Disclosure. 

Lambert's statement was the 
first answer given to the question 
Aised by the testimony of the de- 
tectives, Walter C. “Bauer, Edward 
Rung and Rino owen , at a 
deposition hearing Thursflay aftér- 
noon, as to the defense fand. Mit- 
tino testified that he ‘arranged 
with Sullivan to defend himself 
and the others, and understood the 
fee would be $3000 or $3500; later, 
he said, Sullivan told him $1255 
had been paid, but did not state 
who had furnished the money. Stl- 
livan, questioned by interviewers, 
confirmed this, 

While on the Police Board, Lamm- 
bert took great interest in the 
work of detective night-riding 
squads, one of which was formed 
by Bauer, Rung and Mittino. He 
spent much time at Police Head- 
quarters, and frequently went out 
with detectives on raids and in 
response to crime reports. He also 
showed great interest in traffic 
policies, and im any possible psela- 
tions of the Police Department to 
aviation, on which he is an author- 
ity of long standing.

OVER WLB AWARD 


Goodrich, Firestone Em- 
ployes at Akron Pro- 
test Against Rise of 
Only .3 Cents an Hour. 


AKRON, O., May 22 (AP).— 
More than 9000 CIO United Rubber 
Workers failed to report for work 
on afternoon shifts at the B. F. 
Goodrich Co, and the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Co. Akron plants 
today, and union leaders said the 
employes were protesting against 
a War Labor Board decision. 

Some workers gathered outside 
the gates at each concern as more 


than 4000 unionists did not appear 
for the 2 p. m, shift at Goodrich 
and about 5000 were absent after 
2, 2:30 and 3 o'clock starting times 
at Firestone. 

George Bass, president of the 
Goodrich local, said the work stop- 
page was a spontaneous protest 
against a reported WLB decision 
limiting . proposed wage increases 
for more than 40,000 employes of 
four major rubber companies to 3 
cents an hour, 5 cents less than 
the maximum permissible under 
the Little Steel formula. 

Firestone Nearly Tied Up. 

A Firesténe company spokesman 
said production there was virtual- 
ly stopped. 

President Harley Treen of the 
Firestone local called a meeting of 
his plant’s union members for to- 
morrow, declaring the WLB ruling 
“was a great disappointment. We 
are going to fight this decision as 
unfair and unjust to the last ditch.” 

The union's international head- 
quarters said it would have to com- 
ment until official announcement 
of the WLB decision, which had 
been reported from labor sources. 
‘ In WLB Hands for Year 

The decision also affects several 
thousand workers in various parts 
of the country. The case went be- 
fore the WLB about a year ago 
and several union leaders had 
threatened* their members would 
hold a one-day labor holiday early 
in June unless a decision came by 
that time. The WLB also refused 
to permit night shift differentials, 
likewise recommended by a ma- 
jority of ita panel, 

It was understood the public and 
industry members of the board 
declined to allow the full amount 
under the Little Steel formula on 
the ground that the “take home” 
pay is relatively high now and 
further increases would unstabil- 
ize wage rates in the industry. 

Rubber workers’ wages. vary 
from job to job, many of which 
are paid on a piece work basis, 
industry spokesmen said. Good- 
rich informed the WLB recently 
that, including overtime, factory 
workers’ pay averaged $1.31 an 
hour and $53 a week at Goodrich 


in April.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—

Mine Workers in the AFL bodes 
no good for that organization.

Under the heading, “Tough on 
the AFL,” the CIO organ com- 
ments as follows on Lewis’ ma- 
neuver: 


“After fighting off the proffered 
embraces of John L. Lewis ever 
since he left the CIO, the AFL 
executive council has finally been 
maneuvered into considering his 
application for affiliation. 

“The CIO is big-hearted enough 
to be able to commiserate with its 
sometime rival on this misfor- 
tune, 

“From experience, we can warn 
the AFL that Lewis’ embrace will 
not be tender and will le»ve them 
badly mauled, if they succumb to 
it, 

Says Others Will Suffer. 

“Nor will the AFL be the only 
one to suffer. For Lewis will add 
his weight to that of reactionary 
America First and anti-Roosevelt 
leaders in the AFL and endanger 
control by the present win-the-war 
majority. This could only have 
most serious results for all labor 
and for our war effort.

were rising as the flood rolled 
southward, 

Danger points along the turbu- 
lent Illinois were at Beardstown, 
where most of the 6500 residents 
were evacuated yesterday, and 
upstream at Pekin and industrial 
Peoria. 

Evacuation of Beardstown, some 
90 miles north of St. Louis, was 


heralded dramatically at 7 a. m. 
yesterday by blasts of whistles and 
clangor of church bells as the 
muddy river waters, at record 
stage, lappea at several feet of 
sandbags on the top of the 27-foot 
levee built after the disastrous 
flood of 1927. 

With about 2000 soldiers on the 
scene, Army trucks rumbled away 
with women and children, the aged 
and infirm, Others, carrying what 
personal belongings they could, 
trudged out of town along the 
only highway left open. 

Militia Ordered to Scene. 

Most of them were taken eventu- 
ally to Red Cross shelters estab- 
lished in safer communities near- 
by, Springfield, Jacksonville and 
Virginia. Many of the men re 
mained to help the soldiers in the 
fight to hold the dike. Six com- 
panies of militia were ordered to 
Beardstown by Gov. Dwight H. 
Green. 

Although a crest of 30 feet had 
been predicted for Tuesday, Army 
engineers, heartened by reports 
that the river was stationary at 
Henry, 45 miles above Peoria, ex- 
pected the crest last night. 

With more than a million acres 
flooded in the six-state area, ma- 
chinery set in motion by War Food 
Administrator’ Chester C. Davis to 


St. Charles are expected to pass 
their 1903 flood crests by several 
inches today, the Government 
Weather Bureau announced last 
night, as 7000 Missouri State 
Guardsmen, soldiers, Coast Guards- 
men and civilians prepared for a 
week-end battle against the rush of 
water to keep the remaining levees 
and dikes standing. 

Plants of four companies in the 
St. Louis flood area have been 
closed because of the high water, 
and more than 2000 persons have 
been made homeless by the flood 
which has been surpassed daily by 
the flood of 1844. 

Flood water from the Mississippi 
gushed through the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad high line at North 


Dupo last night, forcing suspen- 
sion of operation at the railroad 
yards at Dupo. the largest in the 
United States, and threatening the 
2082 residents of the city, six miles 
south of East St. Louis. 

The community, situated about 
two and a half miles from the 
original shore line of the Missis- 
sippi, is threatened by two tongues 


of water creeping in from the 
north and the south from the over- 
flow at Fish Lake, which has been 
receiving backwater from the 
flooded Mississippi. 

Homes in East Carondelet, the 
community adjoining Dupo are en- 
tirely inundated, Only the roofs 
of some were visible yesterday. 
The water along the Dupo-East 
Carondelet highway, which 
lels the Missouri Pacific high Iine, 
is more than six feet de@ in some 
places. 

Mayor William Reynolds of 
Dupo, said, “The situation looks 


bad,” 
Families Leaving. 

Families, most of whom had 
moved their furniture to upper 
floors of their homes, were fleeing 
to higher ground, A call was sent 
out to the Coast Guard for boats 
to assist in evacuation operations. 

Troops from Jefferson Barracks 
and Scott Field were fighting a 
losing battle last night against the 
water. The Dupo area has been 
considered a critical area by the 
Army engineers since the flood 
started, because of the vital rail- 
road junction there.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP). 


RIME MINISTE Rea 
CHURCHILL said today 
there was a possibility the 
“proud German army” might 
collapse as it did in the First 
World War, or in Tunisia— 
but asserted it would be folly 
to count on that possibility. 
Speaking extemporaneously 
to the British Embassy staff in 
the Embassy gardens, he de- 
clared there would be no re- 
laxation in the war effort until 
victory was won. He gave 
warning that the conflict might 
still be “long an darduous.” He 
gave tribute to those whose 
routine tasks make passible the 
release of higher skills to the 
prosecution of the war. 
Churchill sandwiched the 
talk to the Embassy staff be- 
tween White House conferences 
and meetings with Government 
officials, He conferred this 
morning with William Phillips, 
the President's personal repre- 
sentative to India, and Lieut. 
Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, com- 
mander of United States forces 
in the China-Burma area. Later, 
he lunched with Lord Halifax, 
the British Ambassador.

|(32-TON HOWITZER 
HURLED 360-POUND 
SHELLS IN TUNISIA 


ERIE PROVING GROUND, O., 
May 22 (AP).—The Army took the 
cloak off a 32-ton piece of highly 
mobile field artillery today and dis- 
closed publicly for the first time a 
weapon described as having much 
ito do with victory in Tunisia. 

Tt was the 240-millimeter how- 
itzer, a lorg-barrelied rifle that 
hurls a 360-pound shell up to 14 
miles. It is the largest mobile 
weapon in the Army and can be 
shifted in battle with amazing 
speed, | 

Col. F. C. Shaffer, commandant 
of this proving ground along the 
shore’ of Lake Erie, said the gun 
was evolved from a weapon of the 
game calibre used in the first 
World War. 

The c&triage is transported on a 
pneumatically-tired trailer. The 
cannon and ather mechanisms are 
moved on a second trailer and, 
with each battery, is a 20-ton truck 
mounted crane to shift the barrel 
into its mount swiftly. The gun 
is valuable, Shaffer said, for bom- 
bardment of fixed enemy positions, 
It was demonstrated at ceremonies 
in observance of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the proving ground.

Battleship Oklahoma Righted; 
16 of 19 Ships Sunk or Damaged 
At Pearl Harbor Being Reclaimed 


381 Bodies Still in Hold 
of Warship — Improve- 
ments Made in Salvaged 
Vessels Back on Duty. 


——

PEARL HARBOR, May 22 (AP). 
—The battleship Oklahoma, turned 
almost upside down during the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, 
has been righted after months of 
difficult salvage work. 

Relating the full extent of op- 
erations, the Navy announced 
with pride today that, of the 19 
craft sunk or damaged on Dec. 
7, 1941, only three vessels have 
been written off as lost. Even 
from these ships more than 50 
per cent salvage has been 
achieved. 

Righting of the Oklahoma was 
a matter of special pride for Rear 


Admiral W. R. Furlong, comman- 
dant of the Pearl Harbor Navy 
Yard, and the yard’s salvage su- 
perintendent, Com, F. H. Whitaker 
of Beaumont, Tex. 

Ending any remaining secrecy 
about the Pearl Harbor losses, the 
Admiral proudly announced the 
Navy’s success in reclaiming and 
modernizing most of the ships hit 
in the Japanese attack. He then 
led reporters onto the decks of the 
Oklahoma and into the captain's 
cabin. 

Turned Over in 8 Minutes. 

“She turned over in seven or 
eight minutes after being hit, and 
you'll see some strange sights,” 
the Admiral remarked. “The dam- 
age here was caused partly by fire 
and water and by capsizing. Look 
around you.” 

There were huge, gaping holes 
in the heavy steel plates, but such 
fragile things as the light bulb in 
the socket above the captain’s 
desk was unbroken. 

At the other end of the cabin 
were the broken remains of a bed. 
On it lay a pair of pajamas, their 
purple color still evident despite 
months of soaking at the bottom 
of the harbor. 

Bodies Still Below Decks. 

In the adjoining galley, where 
the captain’s food was prepared, 
the refrigeration door stood open. 
Inside, the ice cube trays were in 
their proper places. On the bot- 
tom shelf was a milk bottle, fire- 
blackened and empty. 

The holds of the Oklahoma 
still were water-filled. A strong 
stench came from them, and 
signs warned workmen not to 
descend without gas masks. Be- 
low decks, the Admiral said, 
there are the bodies of 381 of- 
ficers and men. 

The scene was similar on the 
Arizona, but she lay on the bot- 
tom, much lower in the water. 
Inside the Arizona the Navy ex- 
pects to find 1071 bodies. Within 
the inverted Utah are 57 more 
bodies, 

The Oklahoma was almost up- 
side down—151 degrees—when they 
began working on it in February. 


Workmen clambered over the 27- 


year-old vessel for days, fastening 
cables to her hull. 

Cables were tied to the frame- 
work, and the other ends were 
fixed to winches set up in a row 
ashore. The winches supplied the 
pull. After 69 hours, the steady 
tug of the cables righted the great 
battlewagon. 

Admiral Furlong was asked if 
the salvaging of the .Oklahoma 
was a harder job than that of the 
Normandie, the French liner which 
burned and overturned at a New 
York City peer, 

“There’s no way to compare the 
jobs,” he answered, “The Norm- 
andie has no bomb or torpedo hits, 
and is over only 90 degrees. 
lies in swiftly running water. We 
work in still water. The conditions 
are different. 

50 Divers Working, None Lost. 

“The work has taken weeks, 
months in some instances. We have 
used all kinds of personnel. There 
are about 50 divers, some of them 
highly expert mechanics who 
work far below the surface.

Ex-Head of Police Board 
Admits He Gave Some 
Money to Help Defend 
3 Indicted Officers. 


REFUSES TO SAY 


He Knows of Others 
Paying Part of $1255. 


Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, for- 
mer president of the Police Board, 
made it known yesterday that he 
had “contributed” to the fund for 
defense of the three city detec- 
tives who were formerly under in- 
dictment for Edward Melendes’ 
death in a police cell. He refused 
to say whether his contribution 
was all or a part of the $1255 
which has been paid to John L. 
Sullivan, attorney who obtained 
dismissal of the indictment against 
the detectives, 

“rT know those, three men,” Maj. 
Lambert said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “and I was glad to con- 
tribute to their defense fund, I 
would do it again. They did not 
personally solicit me, and I did not 
talk with them about it.” 

In response to further questions, 
the former Police Board head re- 
fused to say who did solicit his 
contribution, or whether he knew 
of other contributors. Hig term as 
board president ended in 1941, a | 
year before the Melendes case 
arose. ' 

‘First Such Disclosure. 
Lambert's statement was the 
first answer giveth to the qtiestion 
raised by the testimony. of the de- 
tectives, Walter C. Bauer, Edward 
Rung and Rino Mittino, at a 
deposition hearing Thursday after- 
noon, ag to the defense fund, Muit- 
tino testified that he arranged 
with Sullivan to defend himself 
and the others, and understood the 
fee would be $3000 or $3500; later, 
he said, Sullivan told him $1255 
had been paid, but did not state 
who had furnished the money. Sul- 
livan, questioned by interviewers, 
confirmed this. 

Detective Rung, before entering 
the Police Department, was chauf- 
feur for the Lambert family. Maj. 
Lambert, when on the Police 
Board, frequently went out with 
detective night-riding squads, one 
of which consisted of Bauer, Rung 
and Mittino.

Green Also Announces

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).. 
~The American Federation of La- 
bor tonight asked for restoration 
of the War Labor Board's former 
powers, and called on Congress to 
restrict the “vast discretion” of 
the National Labor’ Relations 
Board, 

Expressions of dissatisfaction 
with the present status of the 
two Government labor agencies 
were adopted by the AFL execu- 
tive council and made public by 
President William Green at a 
press conference at which he also: 

1, Announced appointment of 
a committee to négotiate a basis 
for the return of John L. Lewis's 
United Mine Workers to the 
AFL. 

2. Said the miners, if read- 
mitted, would be bound by. the 
AFL's wartime “no strike 
pledge. 

8. Reiterated that he thought 
the miners’ wage controversy 
should be settled by the WLB 
which Lewis thus far has snub- 
bed although the board is pro- 
ceeding toward a decision in the 
case, . 

AFL May Not Act Until August. 

It was indicated that it might be 
next August before final action on 
Lewis’ petition for return of the 
miners to the AFL, from which 
he led them in 1935 when the CIO 
was founded. 

Green said the committee to 
consider this application would re- 
port to the executive council whose 
next régular meeting jis in’ August 
in Chicago. He said he did not 
know whether a special meeting 
might be called to receive a report.

FIRST SYNTHETIC TIRES 
RECEIVED FOR SALE HERE 


2000 For Passenger Car Use Will 
Go On Market This 
Week, 

The first shipments of synthetic 
rubber tires for passenger car use 
to be received in St. Louis under 
the rationing program, totaling al- 
most 2000, have arrived at factory 
branches and will go on sale this 
week at various tire dealers, Wil- 
liam H. Bryan, State rationing of- 
ficer for the Eastern Missouri Of- 
fice of Price Administration, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Holders of certificates for first- 
class, prewar tires, which are be- 
coming increasingly scarce, he said, 
also are eligible for the synthetic 
tires, which will retail at the same 
price as grade one tires. Under 
present regulations, holders of B 
and C gasoline rations may secure 
these tires.

against a War Labor Board de- 
cision granting a wage increase of 
three cents an hour. 

A Goodrich Tire & Rubber Co. 
spokesman said third shift em- 
ployes' failed to report at 10 p. m., 
bringing to 14,000 the number who 
left jobs there. Firestone Tire & 
Rubber Co. said workers on the 
10, 10:30 and 11 p. m. shiftn stayed 
away, bringing the Firestone total 
to 17,000. General Tire & Rubber 
Co, said 3000 quit earlier in the 
day. 

Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. said 
several hundred failed to show up 
during the day. Schedules normal- 
ly cease at 10 p. m. on Saturday 
and resume at 10 p. m. Sunday 
when thousands may join the stop- 
page, a company spokesman as- 
serted. 

Representatives of Goodyear, 
Firestone and Goodrich union 
locals announced they would con- 
fer in Washington tomorrow night 
with CIO president Philip Murray 
on the stoppages. 

Sherman H. Dalrymple, interna- 
tional president of the United 
Rubber Workers, declared the 
work stoppages violate a mandate 
of the union’s last convention and 
its no-strike pledge to President 
Roosevelt. 

In a telegram to locals, Dal- 
rymple urged the unionists to re- 
turn to work, saying “the interna- 
tional union has not as yet re- 
ceived a statement setting the 
board’s decision. It is‘ imperative 
and I direct all of our members 
to continue all-out production on 
their respective shifts. Each local 
will be informed of the decision 
upon receipt thereof . ’ 

“Any work stoppage would 
seriously interfere with our re- 
quest for reconsid@mation and 
would also be ig violation of our 
last convention and our no-strike 
pledge to the President.”

Serious Health Situations 
Arising in Missouri, 
Illinois, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma, 


‘More than 100,000 ‘persons in the 
four-state flodd aftea of Missouri, 
Illinois, Arkansas and Oklahoma 
were homeless last night; an esti- 
mated 1,356,960 acres were under 
water, fand serious health situa- 
tions arising, as the Mississippi, 
Missouri and Illinois rivers con- 
tinued to rise. 

Tributary streams in Missouri 
have ‘begun to recede, Crests of 
the major floods were approach- 
ing St, Louis, while at a greater 


distance, the Arkansas and the 
Wabash threatened further inun- 
dation. 

About 350,000 acres of Illinois 
grain land will have to be re 
planted because of flood losses, 
Director Howard Leonard of the 
Illinois Department of Agriculture 
reported. 

Red Cross Estimate. 

Red Cross officials, who made 
the estimates previously given for 
the area flood damage, made this 
tabulation for the four-state area: 
29,837 families made homeless or 
otherwise affected: 9663 houses 
washed away or isolated; 19,662 
persons in shelters; 18,000 persons 
being fed; 7135 persons requiring 
rehabilitation. Soldiers, Army en- 
gineers, Red Cross and Civilian 
Defense workers are on active duty 
in all flooded sections. 

In Missouri, the Red Cross esti- 
mated that 250,000 acres were 
flooded, affecting 3500 families, 
and that 2500 houses were ruined 
or damaged. 

Tuscumbia, Miller County seat, 
near the center of the State, was 
the hardest-hit community. The 
Lake of the Ozarks continued to 
rise, while Bagnell Dam ran wide 
open, 

Danger points along the turbu- 
lent Illinois were at Beardstown, 
100 miles north of St. Louis, where 
most of the 6500 inhabitants were 
evacuated yesterday, and upstream 
at Pekin and industrial Peoria. 
Evacuation of Beardstown was 
heralded dramatically at 7 a. m. 
yesterday, by whistles and church 
bells, as the muddy water, at rec- 
ord stage, lapped at several feet of

7000 Troops and Civilians 
Fighting to Save Re- 
maining Levees — 4 
Plants Shut Down by 
High Waters. 


The Mississippi River at St. 
Louis exceeded its 1903 flood crest 
last night and the Missouri River 
at St. Charles is expected to ex- 
ceed its 1903 mark today, the Gov- 
ernment Weather Bureau an 
nounced last night as 7000 Missouri 
State Guardsmen, soldiers, Coast 
Guardsmen and civilians prepared 
for a week-end battle against the 
rush of water to keep remaining 
levees and dikes standing. 

Plants of four companies in the 
St. Louis flood area have been 
closed because of the high water, 
which has been surpassed only by 


North Dupo last night, forcing 
suspension of operation at the raik 
road yards at Dupo, iid threatiie 
ing the 2082 residents of the city, 
six miles south of East St. Louis, 
but the break was patched up, 
The principal danger was that the 


water might rise above the en 
bankment. 
Double Threat. . 

The community, situated about 
two and a half miles. from the 
original shore line of the Missis- 
sippi, is threatened by two tongués 
of water creeping in from the 
north and the south from the over- 
flow at Fish Lake, which has been 
receiving backwater from the 
flooded Mississippi. 


Homes in East Carondelet, the 
community adjoining Dupo are 
inundated. Only the roofs 
of some were visible yesterday. 
The water along the Dupo-East 
Carondelet highway, which passes 
under the Missouri Pacific high 
line, was more than six feet deep 
in some places. 

Mayor William Reynolds of 
Dupo, said, “The situation looks 


bad.” 
Families Leaving. 

Families, most cf whom had 
moved their belongings to freight 
cars in a part of the Missouri Pa» 
cific yard which is not 
to be inundated, or to higher and 
drier homes of neighbors and 
friends, were being evacuated from 
Dupo by railroad train to East St. 
Louls, where the American Red

JAPS INTO THREE 
GROUPS; BATTLE 
IN "FINAL PHASE’ 


Village Wiped Out by 
Planes—Enemy’s Posi- 
tions on Kiska Raided 
for First Time in Eight 
ee |

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
Triumphant American troops have 
split the Japanese remnants on 
Attu Island into three isolated 
groups and the battle has entered 
the final phase, the Navy disclosed 


This was the twelfth day of 
fighting on the rocky island. Light- 
ning fighter-bombers supporting 
the ground forces destroyed Attu 
village, apparently the enemy's 
supply center, yesterday. A fuel 
depot went up in flames and other 
installations took fire. A church 
and one other structure were the 
only buildings that rose above the 
ruins of the little Aleut settlement. 

The Japanese evidently had no 
more intention of surrendering, de- 
apite the hopelessness of their po- 
sition, than they have had in other 
tight spots of the war in New 
Guinea and Guadalcanal. There 
was no doubt among authorities 
here that the fight would go on 
until the last enemy soldier has 
been blasted or bayoneted from 
the last foxhole. 

The Navy communique today 
covered not only the activities of 
Friday but also Thursday on which 
yesterday's communique had not 
reported. 

Japanese Positions 

The Japanese positions were de 
scribed in the communique as be-| 
ing in: 

1. The area around Chichagof 
harbor, which dents the northeast- 
ern tip of the island. 

2. Chichagof valley, which 
cleaves the snow-covered moun- 
tains southwest of the harbor. 

' 3 The barren shores on the 
north side of Lake Nicolas, which 
is probably two or three miles 
southeast of the Chichagof area. 

While the communique did not 
* go into the detail on American po-/ 
sitions it appeared that spearheads 
had been driven through Japanese 
communication lines in order to 
effect the isolation of the enemy's 
positions. Encirclement of all three 
positions appeared possible. 
Khe Japanese, however, were 
still holding seme advantageously 
high ground, at least in the area 
around hatbor, and 
American casualties were expected 
as the mopping up continues. 

Meanwhile Army Liberator heavy 
bombers made their first attack in 
eight days against the big Japa- 
nese base and heavy defended in- 
stallations on Kiska, 172 miles 
southeast of Attu. Results were 
not observed, due to the weather, 
_ the communique said. Presumably 

bad weather had compelled the 
break in bombing between May 13 
and 21 and the prevalence of heavy 
fogs at this season throughout the 
Aleutians area may explain the 
slow progress of the campaign on 
Attu Gnd the infrequent mention 
of the participation of planes in 
the battle there... | 

Kiska is considered by many 
authorities to be next on the list 
after our forces conquer Attu. 

The events which forced the 
enemy into his present uncomfort- 
able predicament on Attu go back 
to the early part of this week. 
Tuesday American forces cleared a 
pass leading from Massacre Bay, 
where, one force had landed on 
Attu, to Holtz Bay, then the main 
Japanese position. This was fol- 
lowed Wednesday by the capture 
of Sarana Pass leading from Mas- 
gacre Bay to Chichagof harbor. 
The advance through this pass 
closed the trap around the penin- 
sula on which Chichagof is located 
and balanced the action of Ameri- 
can troops in the Holtz Bay area 
who had forced the enemy into 
retreat. 

Wednesday Japanese forces were 
reported to have taken up positions 
on high ground east of Attu vil- 
lage while bombers began ham- 
mering enemy entrenchments in 
the area north of Sarana, Bay, 
presumably the same area ag was 
called in today’s communique, “the 
north side of Lake Nicolas.” 

Position Neutralized.

Thursday night, the communique 
said, a strong enemy position on a 
ridge in this: same vicinity, the 
Sarana-Massacre Bay area, was 
“neutralized,” which meant it was 
either out flanked or pounded 
into helplessness. 

The Japanese counterattacked 
during the operation against the 
ridge and at least one unit of their 
forces succeeded in driving a 
wedge into the American lines. 
However, this unit “was subse- 
quently wiped out.”

MASSACRE BAY, Attu Island, 


States Army amphibious troops to- 
day established a beachhead on 
Massacre Bay at the south tip of 
Attu Island and made two land- 


ings on the north side of Attu at 
Blind Bay and near Holtz Bay. 

The Massacre landing proceeded 
without serious opposition until 
American front lines stood at the 
foot of the pringipal passes about 
three miles from the beach. Near 
Holtz harbor, scouts and small 
units succeeded in reaching heights 
which command the harbor. Troops 
at Blind Bay also established a 
deep beachhead, 

Landings began late yesterday; 
and by dawn today, the beaches 
were secure. Further advances 
from the beach are being held up 
by strong Japanese machine-gun 
and mortar positions in the lower 
reaches of the foggy passes be- 
tween Massacre and Holtz. 

Several side passes leading out 
of the valley are being cleaned of 
snipers, pass by pass and sniper by. 
sniper, while artillery from both 
warships and land positions con- 
tinues to rake the Jap positions. 

Today's attacks, last night's 
landing and the earlier approach 
to this island by the largest fleet 
of war vessels and transport ships 
ever to enter the Bering Sea 
were all conducted under a low- 
hanging bank of heavy fog which 
has reduced visibility to about 
one hundred yards for the past 
week. As a result, airplanes have 
at this juncture taken almost no 
part in the operation. 


Stubborn Resistance. 

May 14.— Reinforced American 
invasion forces continued to push 
toward the high passes of Attu 
today against stubborn Japanese 
opposition which was selling each 
foot of soggy ground at the high- 
est possible price. 

All advances were extremely 
slow, hampered by Japanese ma- 
chine gun and mortar fire and 
snipers who worked the tops of 
the ‘snow-covered, fog-hidden 
ridges. 

~ The first American attempt to 
use air forces in support of front 
line troops was made this after- 
noon by a group of fighting planes 
which roared up the valley from 
Massacre Bay to Black Moun- 
tain, However, fog shrouding the 
peaks prevented effective use of 
the planes and resulted in the. loss 
of one of them, which hit a hid- 
den mountain in full view of the 
front line troops. 

The artillery barrage continued 
all day on the Massacre Bay side 
of the island. Shore guns passed 
the five-hundred-round mark be 
fore the end of the third day of 
firing, and were still pumping 
shells into the Japanese-held pass- 
es tonight, with occasional assist- 
ance from naval batteries. 

Americans so far have captured 
no Japanese prisoners on the Mas- 
sacre bay front. Numbers of Jap- 
anese snipers and members of 
regular front line units have been 
killed in hand-to-hand fighting, in- 
cluding a suprisingly high per- 
centage of junior officers. Ameri- 
can losses so far have been com- 
paratively light, casualties con- 
sisting mostly of non-fata] wounds 
from small caliber rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire. 

Supply Difficulties 

On this side of the islands, the 
American forces are in the unen- 
viable position of having to bring 
supplies to their front on the 
backs of soldiers. No roads exist 
and the tundra is so deep as to 
make quick building of them diffi- 
cult if not impossible. Light cater- 
pillar type tractors are able to ne- 
gotiate the tundra by extremely 
careful handling but can carry or 
drag only a small portion of the 
ammunition and food needed by 
the troops doing the fighting. 

Troops on most of the front line 
now have sleeping bags in contrast 
to the first couple of nights, which 
were spent in fox holes without 
protection, Rationg have been re- 
plenished and there is plenty of 
ammunition for all types of guns 
and small arms. By heroic—the 
word is used advisedly—and con- 
tinuous work, American medical 
forces, going into the fighting 
areas unarmed, have succeeded in 
evacuating most of our wounded 
to dressing stations and hospitals 
aboard ships in the harbor. There 
has been no opportunity, however, 
to bury any except a very few of

ATTU, May 15 (Delayed) (AP). 
—There is a field sparrow on Attu 
Island with a beautiful little song 
he sings while perching on the low- 
growing bushes, with armies all 
around him, 

But after three days, American 
soldiers have learned to pick up 
their rifles when they hear the 
song of birds. For Japanese snip- 
ers, without other. means of com- 
municating with each other, all 
carry small bamboo whistles. 

The whistles have four or five 
holes to vary their pitch, and make 
music which sounds not unlike a 
small flute or an Ajftu sparrow.

MASSACRE BAY, Attu, May 17 
(Delayed) (AP).—American troops 
are in possession of the west arm 
of Holtz Bay,:after'seven days of 
fighting and are now on the ridge 
looking into the east arm, accord- 
ing to reports from Navy Catalina 
flyers and from front-line firing 
positions. 

from a vessel in Massacre Bay 
last night, one could see the gun- 
fire in Massacre Pass, 4000 yards 
away. 

The comparatively small scout 
and reconnaissance unit which 
landed at Blind Cove, midway be- 
tween Steller Cove and Holtz Bay, 
and crossed the 3000-foot ridge 
through waist-deep snow, has 
joined the assault forces which 
landed about three and one-half 
miles northeast of Japanese posi- 
tions at Holtz and advanced with 
them. 

Their misston—to neutralize the 
fire of enemy positions overlooking 
our troops attacking the West arm 
of Holt Bay—has been accom- 
plished, despite cruel hardship. It 
is doubtful if they had warmer 
than freezing weather throughout 
their six days. 

Fog Aids Japanese. 

Meanwhile at Massacre Pass our 
troops are being held up by enemy 
gun positions just above the fog 
line. It is tantalizing. The fog 
blanket is just low enough to give 
the Japanese guns coverage and to 
make our artillery and machine 
gun fire ineffective. 

This morning, once again, the 
fog blanket has formed an 800- 
foot ceiling. 

While patrolling yesterday in a 
Navy Catalina flying boat piloted 
by Lieut. Frank M. Ralston, 27, of 
Oakland, Cal., we saw Army Liber- 
ators unload their bombs at Chi- 
chagof, starting fires. 

They swooped out of the haze 
into the tiny mountain-girt harbor 
like the roc, fabulous bird of Ara- 
bia, so huge that it carried off 
elephants. It took good pointing. As 
they swept out, their giant wings 
were almost vertical and not more 
than 50 feet from the water. For 
a moment, with ack-ack fire all 
around them, it looked like a crash. 
And during all this, the Liberator 
machine gunners poured hell into 
the Japanese, 

During the short time we were 
passing the entrance of Holtz Bay, 
this scene was repeated four times 
—and each time I expected the 
plane to wing over and crash into 
the water.

U.S, AND JAPAN NEGOTIATING 
FOR NEW CIVILIAN EXCHANGE 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
The State Department announced 
today that the Japanese Govern- 
ment had given “reason to hope 
that a second exchange of approxi- 
mately 1500 American civilians for 
an equal number of Japanese civil- 
ians held in the United States may 
be arranged.”

Italian Ports Blasted.

ON PRESS 


RELAXED AT FOOD PARLEY 


Reporters Permitted to Talk With Delegates 
3 Hours Daily in Hotel—Congressman 
to Seek Inquiry on Conference.

HOT SPRINGS, Va., May 22.— 
Congressmen will be denied admis- 
sion to the executive sessions of 
the United Nations’ conference on 
food and agriculture but reporters 
will be permitted free access to 
the delegates in the Homestead 
Hotel from 6 to 9 p. m. daily, ac- 
cording to a ruling today by Judge 
Marvin Jones, conference president 
and head of the American delega- 
tion. . 

The concession to the press, 
Jones said, had been made possible 
by the fact that the conference 
work is now well organized and no 
section or committee meetings will 
be held during the three hours in 
which reporters will be permitted 
to talk freely with delegates and 
experts in the lobbies and ‘dining 
room of the hotel. The hotel swim- 
ming pool, heretofore available to 
reporters only one hour a day, will 
a open to them at all times, Jones 
said. 

The new rules go into effect {m- 
mediately. 

The concession to newspaper 
men, and indirectly to the public, 
was a victory of the press over 
President Roosevelt's stand that 
reporters would slow up the work 
of the conference. The victory 
goes beyond the present sessions. 
It is unlikely that the President or 
anyone else will try to restrict the 
field of press action at subsequent 
international meetings. 

Jones’ ruling denying Congress- 
men admission to the executive 
sessions was made to reject the 
demands of Representatives Fred 
Bradley of Michigan and Freder- 
ick C. Smith of Ohio, Republicans, 
that they and all other Senators 
and Representatives and the press 
should have the right to attend 
any session they desired. 

Bradley came here Wednesday 
night, accompanied by a Hearst 
reporter. from Chicago, seeking to 
crash the conference. He con- 
ferred with Jones, who told him 
that he and other Congressmen 
would be welcome. He returned 
yesterday with Representative 
Smith, and the two self-appointed 
Congressional reporters were given 
lodgings at the hotel, but were 
told that if they, were allowed in 
the executive meetings, outsiders 
from other countries would have 
to be granted the same privilege. 

Smith told reporters last night 
that “this so-called food confer- 
ence is the most diabolical thing 
that has ever been perpetrated on 


it “is a grandiose scheme of the 
planners to plan their super- 
state to contro] the economy and 
the lives of the people.” 

At his press conference today 
Jones issued a formal statement 
answering Smith, which said: “TI 
have seen the statement which 
Congressman Fred Smith made 
to the press last night. 


“I regret exceedingly that any 
member of Congress should see 
fit to prejudge the work of this 
conference. 

“Two of my former colleagues 
have visited us. They have been 
extended every possible courtesy. 
They have met many of the dele- 
gates and talked with them. I 
have facilitated in every way their 
opportunity to do so. They of 
course do not attend the executive 
sessions of the committees. 


“I served many years in the 
House of Representatives, Every 
practical legislator knows that fre- 
quently in drafting the details of 
legislation it is necessary to have 
executive sessions of the commit- 
tees in order to get the work done 
without interruption. As soon as 
a measure is reported to the House 
for approval or disapproval it is 
known to everyone. This is es- 
pecially true in a conference of 
many nations, If visitors are ad- 
mitted to the working sessions 
from one nation, they must be ad- 
mitted from all and work would 
become totally impossible, 

“The step-by-step progress and 
any action by the conference will 
be made known as taken. 

“To get 44 nations in agreement 


is not an easy task. I have never 


seen a more earnest group of men. 
They are working without regard 
to hours in an effort to reach a 
common understanding on the 
reports and recommendations 
which will be referred to the Gov- 
ernments represented. 

“The work of the éonference 
will and shoyld be judged by the 
Governments and the public on its 
merits. I look forward with .con- 
fidence to the results of this con- 
ference and to the judgments of 
the Governments and peoples rep- 
resented here.” 

Jones told reporters that he had 


not seen a statement by Smith 
early today after the two Congress- 
men had received a formal “no” 
to their demands; but before the 
press conference, Smith had told 
reporters that he saw among the 
American delegation men who 
were not favorable to the consti- 
tutional government of Washing~’ 
ton, Jefferson and Hamilton. 

A reporter asked, “what about 
Lincoln?” ‘ 

“Throw him in too,” Smith re 
plied. 

Smith, a retired doctor, said that 
he had not found out yet who had 
sponsored the conference. 

Commenting on Judge Jones's re- 
sort to House procedure, Smith 
shouted, “Hitler’s procedure is in 
effect here.” 


The conference, Smith continued, 
was resorting to House rules as & 
subterfuge to carry out secret 
activities which could not stand 
the light of day. 

Bradley to Seek Investigation. 

Bradley said he was leaving 
for Washington and would make a 
demand Monday for a Congres- 
sional investigation of the con- 
ference. Smith said he would re- 
main here over the week end as 
a watch-dog. 


It was reported. that other Re- 
publican Congressmen would con - 
tinue to arrive here in an effort 
to embarrass the deliberations of 
the conference. One prominently 
mentioned is Re 
Thomas A. Jenkins of Ohio, chair 
man of the Republican policy com- 
mittee on food and agriculture, ap- , 
pointed by House Minority Leader 
Joseph W. Martin. This committee 
has no relation to the Interna- 
tional Conference, but Jenkins’ 
reputation in the House would give 
more color to Republican opposi- 
tion to the conference than the 
headline-seeking actions of Smith 
and Bradley, 

It is highly probable that if 
more Congressmen arrive they will 
find that all the rooms in the 
hotel are said to be occupied.

Mississippi River Exceeds Its 1903 Flood Crest at St. Louis

The Mississippi River at St.

If 
that crest is met, it will be the 
highest since 1844 when the crest 
was 41.3 feet. The 1903 flood crest 
was 38 feet. Flood stage here is

The Owens-Illinois Glass Co., at 
Alton, which has war contracts, 
will be closed this morning at 8 
o’clock, officers announced, be- 
cause of the difficulty in obtaining 
sand by railroad for the produc- 
tion of glass.

The Health Departments of 
St. Louis County and St.Charles 
County will open typhoid im- 
munization clinics tomorrow to 
inoculate each of the 2000 
flood refugees and 1000 civilian 
volunteer flood workers, offi- 
cials announced last night. 

Dr, E. G. McGavran, health 
commissioner of St. Louis 
County, said clinics will be 
held at the ‘Missouri Baptist 
Orphans’ Home, Pattonville, at 
noon; at the Penn School, Vig- 
us, at 1:30 p. m.; at St. Mon- 
ica’s Church School, Creve 
Coeur, at noon; at the Church 
of the Ascension School, Ches- 
terfield, at 1:30 p, m.; at the 
Prigge-Larimore School, at 
noon, and at the Valley Park 
High School, at noon. 

An immunization clinic will 
be established at the First Na- 
tional Bank at St. Charles and 
will ‘operate daily, except Sun- 
day, for three weeks. Physicians 
pointed out that all persons 
that came in contact with the 
flood are susceptible to typhoid 
fever. Three injections are 
nesessary for immunization, 

Dr. McGavran warned against 
using water in flooded areas 
unless it had been boiled, or 
otherwise treated to remove 
dangerous bacteria.

Sold Below OPA Ceilings, Says CIO 


Council Asserts Pes 
Top Prices in Most 
Cases Are the Very Top 
Charged.

Results of a survey undertaken 
by a committee of the St. Louis 
CIO Industrial Union Council to 
determine the effect of the Office 
of Price Administration ceilings on 
retail food prices, announced yes- 
terday, show that “in most cases 
the ceilings represented the very 
top price asked, while in many 
cases the ceilings are substantially 
higher than the highest prices 
asked.” 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt, secretary of 
the council, declared that ceilings 
in St. Louis are “so high that they 
are actually an invitation to the 
trade to get together and boost 
prices over their present level.’ 

The committee said that in re- 
‘gard to meat “the futility of the 
ceilings, which were announced as 
‘reduced’ ceilings, is particularly 
evident. Ceilings for the usual cuts 
of meat, for a chain store, are over 
regular prices for chain stores sell- 
ing best grade meats, by margins 
running as high as 80 per cent. 
The one happy exception appears 
to be in the case of ground beef, 
where the ceiling appears to be 
lower than the prevailing prices.” 


The committee found, for ex- 
ample, that in the case of lamb of 
the better grade, prices asked at 
chain stores were considerably be- 
low ceilings. The advertised price 
of a lamb leg three days after the 
ceiling became effective May 10 
was 35 cents a pound at a chain 
store, seven cents below the ceil- 
ing. Lamb loin, with a ceiling of 
64 cents, was advertised for 35 
cents; rib chops, advertised for 45 
cents, had a ceiling of 49 cents, 
and loin chops, with a ceiligg of 
64 cents, were advertised for 45 
cents, 

In@juded among other foods and 
prices investigated by the commit- 
tee, which referred to puBlished 
advertisements and to shopping 
lists made on behalf ef welfare 
agencies, were the following at in- 
dependent stores: 

A four-ounce béx of Quaker 
Puffed Wheat, on which the ceiling 
was set at 11 cents, was advertised 
from two boxes for 15 cents to two 
boxes for 17 cents; evaporated 
milk, with a ceiling of 11 cents, 
was advertised for three cans for 
27 cents to three cans for 29 cents; 
butter was advertised at the ceil- 
ing price of 55 cents a pound; eggs, 
with a ceiling of 51 cents a dozen, 
were found by the shopper survey 
to be selling for 44 to 49 cents; 
fish flakes, with a ceiling of 25 
cents, were advertised for 19 cents: 
and a five-pound sack of flour, 
with a ceiling of 36 cents, was 
found to be selling for 25 to 35 
‘cents. ’

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
Mrs. William Howard Taft died 
today. During her 81 years she saw 
her husband become President and 
then Chief Justice of the United 
States and one of her sons become 
a Senator. 

Ill for a year and a half, Mrs, 
Taft died at her home where she 
had lived much of the time since 
she first came to the capital with 
her husband when he was inaugu- 
rated in March, 1909. 

Mrs. Taft was credited by 
friends with being the political 
mentor for her husband, who 
urged him on through the various 
channels that led to his nomina- 
tion and election as President. Her 
residence in the capital was broken 
only once in more than 30 years, 
the eight-year interlude between 
the time she moved from the 
White House and the day on which 
she came back to Washington as 
the wife of the Chief Justice. Taft 
served on the Supreme Court from 
1921 to 1930, the year of his death. 

After the death of her husband, 
her son Robert was elected to the 
United States Senate from Ohio in 
1938. Another son, Charles P. Taft, 
is serving in the wartime job of 
Assistant Director of the Office of 
Defense Health. 

A daughter, Mrs. Helen ‘Taft 
Manning, is a professor of history 
at Bryn Mawr College, Bryn Mawr, 
Pa. 

Mrs. Taft will be buried Tues- 
day at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery, at the side of her husband.

Reds Say Large Enemy 


Force Was Intercepted 
on Outskirts of Kursk— 
10 Defenders Downed. 


LONDON, May 23 (Sunday) 
{(AP).— The Russians announced 
early today the destruction yester- 
day of 65 German planes out of 
a large formation that attacked 
Kursk, one of the main bases 
feeding the Red Army troops who 
have long threatened Orel, 80 
miles to the north. 

German dispatches have predict- 
ed a major Russian offensive 
goon in the Orel sector. 

A Moscow broadcast recorded by 
the Soviet monitor said most of 
the German planes were intercept- 
ed over the outskirts of Kursk by 
Russian fighter pilots who knocked 
down 56 of them. Anti-aircraft 
gunners destroyed nine others. The 
Russians said their own losses 
were 10 planes. 

Sporadic artillery fire punctuated 
the long Russian front at a num- 
ber of widely separatéd sectors, 
but there was no general change 
in the land front, the midnight 
Russian communique said. 

Russian dispatches said a“stern 
gilence” generally characterized 
the front where both sides were 
piling up stores of ammunition, 
tanks, and men for an approach- 
ing summer battle expected to be 
the most decisive of the war.

lieve in waiting until the last min- 
ute to get what they want, even 
though the applications plainly 
state they are not to be returned 
before June 1, or after June 10. 

First in trickles, then in larger 
quantities, the applications came 
back to the agency’s offices here. 
Also the questions began to come 
in, principally from service men 
who live at home but apparently 
were to be excluded from obtain- 
ing ration book No, 3. 

Hundreds of specimen blanks 
carried by newspapers came in, 
carefully filled out by families 
thinking they’d get their books 
that way. The newspaper blanks 
can’t be accepted. They were pub- 
lished only for the information 
and guidance of readers. 


The service men were roused by 
the statement on the form that 
persons in armed services, along 
with those in “institutions of in- 
voluntary confinement” could not 
apply for ration book 8, whether 
or not they were fed in organized 
messes. 
One official ‘here said he was 
“on the phone for 24 hours 
straight” answering complaints. 
Newspaper and press association 
offices got their share of indig- 
nant inquiries from Washington’s 
big military population. 


This dilemma finally prompted 
Paul M. O'Leary, rationing direc- 
tor, to issue a statement saying ex- 
clusion of servicemen and service- 
women was only temporary, and 
that a “simple method” of getting 
books in their hands would be 
worked out later. 

They were excluded from the 
mailing, he said, because they were 
subject to transfer on short notice 
and might be stationed elsewhere 
when the book comes into use. 

Some bundles of application 
banks came back to headquarters 
here because postoffices to which 
they were sent for distribution no 
longer existed. 

A few complaints came from 
women who objected to showing 
the date of birth on the blanks, 
but the OPA’ said this was for 
“records” only and would not ap- 
pear on the ration book “for butch- 
er and grocer to see.” 

An official frankly said he was 
keeping his “fingers crossed” over 
how the substantial number of the 
country’s illiterates would be fed 
this summer, since they can’t be 
expected to fill out the blanks 
themselves. Regional offices were 
working feverishly, he said, to fig- 
ure this one out.. Previous ration 
books were obtained through regis- 
trations conducted by volunteer 
staffs of teachers, using their own 
classrooms for the job. 


MAN HELD FOR INVESTIGATION

Testifying before the Coroner’s 
jury, Deputy Sheriff Fred Eckles 
said Todd, 25, had told him the 
day of the girl’s death, when ar- 
rested, of giving her money she 
had requested to buy medicine. 
Todd, who has been held without 
charge at the county jail in Belle- 
ville since his arrest, denied any 
knowledge of the strychnine. 


ARMY PRIVATE SAID 
TO GET EQUIVALENT 
OF $1700 A YEAR 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
An estimate that the lowest paid 
Army private receives the equiva- 
lent of $1700 a year came tonight 
from the Office. of War Informa- 
tion. : 

OWI said the estimate was made 
by Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, assisted by the War and 
Navy departments and the Veter- 
ans Administration. It gave the 
following breakdown:

JEFFERSON CITY, May 22.— 
The St. Louis police vacation bill 


and a measure creating a Legisla- 
tive Council were among six bills 
signed today by Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell. 

The police bill, sponsored by :the 
St. Louis Police Commissioners 
and approved by the city admin- 
istration, will give polecemen 14- 
day vacations with pay, in addi- 
tion to 24 days off each year. The 
Police Board is authorized to 
grant 12 additional recreation 
days, if, in its judgment, the extra 
time can be given without impair- 
ing the efficiency of the depart- 
ment. Thus, policemen will receive 
a minimum of 38 and a maximum 
of 50 days off a year, as compared 
to 24 recreation days under the 
former law. : 

To meet the vacation require- 
ments, the board is authorized to 
add 70 men to the force, The vaca- 
tion bill will go into effect Aug. 20. 

The Governor’s approval of the 
Legislative Council bill puts into 
. effect immediately a long-sought 
legislative reform. The council, to 
be known as the Committee on 
Legislative Research, will be com- 
posed of 10 Senators and 10 mem- 
bers of the House. It is empow- 
ered to employ a full-time staff 
to carry on continuing research 
and investigation of governmental 
affairs and needs, to make studies 
and surveys required by the Legis- 
lature and to maintain a legisla-

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
Still deadlocked on fundamental 
issues, members of a Senate-House 
conference committee studied to- 
night a compromise proposal to 
abate the first $50 of tax and 75 
per cent of all over that amount 
in putting taxpayers on a pay-as- 
you-go basis. 

Variously explained by members, 
this compromise apparently would 
free from 1942 obligations approx- 
imately seven million persons who 
became Federal income taxpayers 
for the first time under lowered 
exemptions put into effect last 
year. All other taxpayers would 
deduct $50 from their 1042 tax debt 
and pay 25 per cent of the re- 
mainder in the next two years 
while meeting their currént tax ob- 
ligations for those years. 

Advanced by some of the Senate 
conferees, this plan apparently 
struck the same snag that has 
wrecked other compromise propos- 
als in three days of discussions on 
major difference in the Senate and 
House bille—the amount of for- 
giveness to be accorded taxpayers 
in attaining current collection of 
revenues.

States in withdrawing from the 
convention in November, 1940, had 
been approved, the resolution 
stated. 


Before closing the records of the 
Third International, however, the 
resolution praised the “historic 
role” of the Communist center in 
helping mobilize the vanguard of 
workers for the “struggle against 
Fascism and the war which the 
latter was preparing, and for the 
support of the Soviet Union as the 
chief bulwark against Fascism.”

BACKGROUND. 

The Comintern was the third 
international organization to be 
created by Socialist and left wing 
groups. The first was established 
in 1864 by Karl Marx and lasted 
10 years. The second, the Socialist 
International, was founded 15 years 
later and endured until the World 
War. 

The third was organized by 

Lenin and the Communists, and 

had for its purpose the advance- 

ment of socialistic principles 

throughout the world. 

Some of the bitterest contro- 

versies of the last quarter century 

have revolved about the Third In- 

ternational, whose opponents pic- 

tured it as a foreign-directed po- 

litical party. The charge was made 

in the United States that Moscow 

was financing and directing sub- 

versive Communist activities. 

The agreement by which Presi- 

dent Roosevelt recognized the | 
Soviet Government in 1933 was di- 

rected partly against such Russian 

participation in American affairs. 

Some quarters in the United States 
always contended the existence of 
the International belied observance 
of this agreement. 

In reply to a protest from the 


American Government in 1935 that 
the Moscow congress of the Comin- 
tern had formulated “policies to 
be carried out by the Communist 
organization in the United States,” 
the Soviet Government declared 
itself free of “obligations of any 
kind with regard to the Com- 
munist Internatidnal.”

150 St. Louis Doctors, Dentists 


And Nurses in N. 


African Hospital 


Although they’re a long way 
from home, the more than 150 8t. 
Louis physicians, dentists and 
nurses with the Army’s Twenty- 
first General Hospital in North 
Africa have become accustomed to 
their new surroundings and are 
doing a “tremendous lot of work 
there,” one of their number said 
here yesterday. 


Capt. Joseph A. Laffler, dental 
officer, who is at home on sick 
leave, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er the St. Louis medical group 
wag stationed in a hospital about 
200 miles back of the front lines 
when he left, and they have seen 
almost nothing of the war, except 
for the casualties that are brought 
back from the fighting. 


“However, our staff had all it 
could do at the time I left,” he 
said. “Our hospital was caring 
for more wounded than it was de- 
signed to accommodate.” 


The hospital ts under command 
of Lieut. Col. Lee D. Cady of St. 
Louis, and most of its medical 
staff is made up of a Barnes 


Hospital group of physicians who 4 


went into active duty in January, 
1942. The great majority of the 
hospital’s more than 100 nurses are) 
from St. Louis also, Capt. Laffler 
said, despite some shifts in per-| 
sonnel made necessary by the 
unit’s travels. 


“North Africa was not at all as 
I had expected to find it,” Capt. 
Laffler reported. “I was looking 
for deserts, but we found it muddy 
and mountainous. When we ar- 
rived, our group lived in tents 
three weeks, and the doctors and 
dentists had to help in unloading 
our hospital equipment from ships 
for transfer to trains that took it 
to our permanent headquarters. 

“We finally were situated back 
in the mountains in a group of 
stucco hotel buildings, It's really 
quite a nice spot. All of us liked

come home, Our equipment is 
not ideal, but it is adequate, and 
the hospital staff is doing a great 
job.” 


Capt. Laffler said the hospital’s 
Officers’ Club had become active, 
and is sponsoring a sort of “vic- 
tory garden” of its own. “There's 
quite a food shortage in North 
Africa, particularly in meats,” he 
said. 

“Our club invested in a flock of 
chickens, and a vegetable plot. We 
hired some civilian labor and 
Arabs to take care of things. They 
work very well, but we have to 
keep a close watch on our Arab 
workers. Their ideas of sanita- 
tion are not quite what ours are.”

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HEAVY SNOW LAST 
MINTER SET STAGE 
FOR FLOODS NOW 


Steady Rains, Pouring In- 
to Rivers Swollen by 


Spring Runoff, Caused 
Overflow. 


Nature began setting the stage 
for the Missouri and Mississippi 
river flood last winter, and when 
it began to rain in the first week 
of May, the setting for disaster 
was complete. 

All of the United States lying 
between the Allegheny - Appala- 
chian range on the east and the 
American Rockies on the west, 
Canada on the north and Cairo, 
Ill, on the south, drains into the 
upper Mississippi Valley basin, so 
that when snows were unusually 
heavy last winter in Montana, 
Wyoming, Minnesota, Iowa and 
Wisconsin, the effect, although de- 
layed for months; was bound to be 
felt along the Mississippi river and 
its many tributaries. : 


In some areas last winter’s snow- 
fall was twice as heavy as normal. 
On the lower eastern slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains this heavy snow 
began to melt earlier than usual 
this spring, and the runoff in 
Montana and Wyoming produced 
a flood on the upper Missouri 
River in the second week of April. 

The Missouri flood did extensive 
damage in Nebraska and Iowa, but 
did not extend to the lower Mis-: 
souri. It made stages on the lower 
river higher than otherwise would 
have been the case, however, and 
helped to bring about the present 
flood. 

Base flow — normal flow from 
melting snow in the Far West and 
North—makes for full rivers in the 
upper Mississippi system at this 
time every year, and this year, be- 
cause of heavier snowfall and 
earlier melting, stages were even 
higher than usual. But in itself 
melting snow was only a small and

The first week of May brought 
a current of warm, moist air mov- 
ing up from the Gulf of Mexico. 
This current encountered a dome 
of cool air over several Midwest- 
ern states, and the result was rain 
—rain on a part of the United 
States traversed by already swol- 
len rivers, The rain was heavy 
and it continued day after day as 
meteorologists looked in vain for 
a change in atmospheric pressure 
to produce a shift of wind and an 
end to the precipitation. 

It rained in St. Louis for 15 
consecutive days — one day less 
than the record set in November- 


purely contributory factor. It was 


December, 1914 — and the 9.94 


inches of precipitation recorded 
here was duplicated in other parts 
of Missouri, as well as in Illinois 
and sections of.Iowa, Wisconsin 
and Kansas. 


The first two or three incheg of 
rainfall seep into dry ground quite 
fast, but as the earth becomes 
saturated the filtration rate de- 
creases, until the water simply 
pours across the surface of the 
ground and streams its way into 
the rivers. 

In tributary streams and then 
in major rivers the water began 
to lap its way higher and higher, 
swirling faster and faster, until 
there were full-fledged floods on 
the Mississippi, Missouri, Lilinois, 
Salt, Cuivre, Sangamop, Grand, 


Osage, Gasconade, Meramec, Kas- 
kaskia, Big Muddy, Neosho and 
Arkansas rivers. The Maumee and 
the Wabash also flooded, but the 
Ohio did not, the heavy rains hav- 
ing skipped the basin of this 
stream. 

Even , ditches and canals con- 
tributed their bit to the flood pic- 
ture. The Headwater Diversion, a 
drainage ditch near Cape Girar- 
deau, sent a small flash flood—a 
sudden torrent—into the Missis- 
sippi. 

The Arkansas, Osage and Kas- 
kaskia floods have broken records, 
but the 38.3-foot crest predicted for 
the Mississippi at St. Louis today 
does not threaten the record of 41.3 
feet recorded in the historic flood 
of 1844. 


Barring intense rainfall on the 
lower tributaries of the Missis- 
sippi, no serious flood conditions 
are expected below Cairo.

it has been outgrown by the 

of this movement and by 
the complications of its problems 
in separate countries and has even 
become a drag on the further 
strengthening of the national work- 
ing class parties, 
Differences Increased. 

The World War that the Hit- 
lerites have let loose has still fur- 
ther sharpened the differences in 
the situation of the separate coun- 
tries and has placed a deep divid- 
ing line between those countries 
which fell under the Hitlerite 
tyranny and those freedom loving 
peoples who have united in a pow- 
erful anti-Hitlerite coalition. 

In countries of the Hitlerite bloc 
the fundamental task of the work- 
ing class, toilers and all honest 
people consists in giving all help 
for the defeat of this bloc by sabo- 
tage of the Hitlerite military ma- 
chine from within and by helping 
to overthrow the governments 
guilty of war.

Proposal to Disband. 


In consideration of the above 
and taking into account. the 
growth and the political maturity 
of Communist parties and their 
leading cadres in separate coun- 
tries and also' having in view the 
fact that during the present war 
some sections have raised the ques- 
tion of the dissolution of the Com- 
munist International as the direct- 
ing center of the international 
working class movement, the pre- 
sidium of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Communist International, 
in the circumstances of the World 
War not being able to convene a 
congress of the Communist Inter- 


national, puts forward the follow- |’ 


ing proposal for ratification by 
the sections of the Communist In- 
ternational: 

The Communist International as 
the directing center of the inter- 
national working class movement 
is to be dissolved, thus freeing the 
sections of the Communist Inter- 
national from their obligations 
arising from the statutes and reso- 
lutions of the congresses of the 
Communist International. 

The presidium of the Executive 
Committee of the Communist In- 
ternational calls on all supporters 
of the Communist International to 
concentrate their energies on the 
wholehearted support of and ac- 
tive participation in the war of, 
liberation of the peoples and the 
states of the anti-Hitlerite coali- 
tion for the speediest defeat of 
the deadly enemy of the working 
class and toilers—German Fascism 
and its associates and vassals.

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IN INSURANCE BENEFITS 


Residents Received $29,160,- 
000 in 1942—Missouri Stands 
Ninth Among States. 


St. Louis ranked tenth of all 
American cities in the amount of 
life insurance payments received 
by its population during 1942, with 
living policyholders and benefici- 
aries from death payments collec- 
ting a total of $29,160,000, a survey 
by The National Underwriter, in- 
surance trade publication, showed 


yesterday. 
Total insurance payments for the 
state during the year amounted to 


$76,900,000, making Missouri ninth 
ranking state. 

For the metropolitan area, in- 
cluding St. Louis, St.Louis County, 
Madison and St. Clair counties, the 
year’s insurance payments totaled 
$38,920,000, which amounts to $27.67 
per capita on the basis of the 1940 
census, the insurance journal 
_ shows. 

It was pointed out that the 1942 
per capita insurance payment 
amounted to $20.31 for the entire 
state, and that the $76,900,000 in 
insurance money paid to Missouri- 
ans was almost three times the 
$28,651,127 in WPA payments in 
Missouri for the 1942 fiscal year; 
greatly exceeded the $445,559 in 
PWA grants; was almost three 
times the Federal Agriculture Ad- 
justment Administration’s pay- 
ments of $26,073,777, and was more 
than five times the $14,422,465 paid 
by the Government to the State 
under the Social Security Act. 

The average 1942 insurance 
payment per capita to St. Louisans | 
was $35.73. Payments in Kansas | 
City, next to St. Louis in size, | 
amounted to $18,817,000, or $47. 15)

“We had been looking for trou- 
bie,” he related grimly in telling 
battle, “and found it at 
Gawn 50 miles off Russian-owned 
Komandorski at the confluence of 
the Northern Pacific and the Ber- 
ing Sea. The Japanese force out- 
numbered us two to one, and their 
gunnery was good in ‘that long- 
range battle. There was no air- 
eraft. The fight was all on the 
surface. 

“Our attack surprised them, as 
they were heading for Attu or 
Kiska with two large transports 
loaded with troops, but their 
heavier force enabled them to hold 
off our pursuit the transports 
that fled at high speed when the 
firing started. 

Damage Inflicted by U. 8S. Force. 

“We damaged severely one light 
and two heavy cruisers of the en- 
emy, in addition to lesser damage, 
putting out of action four of the 
five 8inch gun turrets on one 
heavy cruiser. It retired from ac- 
tion, probably to put out a fire, 
but later came back to fight again. 

“I was on a ship that made a 
torpedo attack—a dangerous as- 
signment—which we 
safely, except for a near miss of 
an enemy §&inch shell that ex- 
ploded near our vessel. 

“I remember seeing a torpedo hit 
the enemy and flare up, and I 
heard salvos screaming and whis- 
tling toward us. I had ducked 
oncoming explosions, but did not 
see or hear the big one that 
knocked me out. The concussion 
just knocked me down, and when 
I came to I was picking myself 
up. I was dazed, and saw lips of 
crew members moving as if speak- 
ing to me, and gradually realized 
that I couldn’t hear. In about two 
hours I went blind and remained 
that. way for 60 hours. But we 
turned the enemy back west, and 
my sight and hearing are return- 
ing tO normal.”

varsity football and baseball 
teams. After graduation in 1940, he 
entered the Naval Reserve Mid- 
shipmen’s School at Northwestern 
University. He began as appren- 
tice seaman and by January, 1942, 
was sent on active duty into the 
Pacific Ocean and took part in 
the Marcus Islands raid. Return- 
ing to the United States in the 
fall, he was assigned to a late 
model warship on duty with the 
armed forces in Alaska. 

Early in 1943 Lieut. Chrisman’s 
ship sank a Japanese ammunition 
ship off the Aleutians with gun 
fire. He said the enemy ship was 
large enough to have been a trans- 
port, and from the way it burned 
there was plenty of gasoline 
aboard. He exhibited a souvenir 
bamboo ash tray he rescued from 
floating wreckage, 

“We picked that Jap ship up at 
night, and when she could not 
answer our challenge, we opened 
fire,” he related. “She returned the 
fire, but it was not very accurate. 
Soon fire broke out, and while she 
burned fiercely there was a series 
of explosions as she went down 
alone without escort. 

Bombarded Attu. 

“We continued on our mission, 
bombarding shore installations at 
Attu, with our small] task force. 
Numerous fires were started from 
explosions of munitions or gasoline. 
I don’t know why they did not 
return the fire. It was just a few 
weeks later that we engaged the 
enemy in what we understand to 
be the longest sea battle of this 
war. 

“T should like to say a word of 
the loyal service of the Chinese 
mess boys who took their battle 
stations with a vengeance that 
was heartening. They passed am-

TESTS IN TURNING 
ILLINOIS COAL INTO 


St. 


Demonstrations for 
Louis and St. 
County Officials Con- 
ducted at Urbana.

URBANA, Ill, May 22.—Proc- 
esses by which Illinois coal is 
turned into smokeless fuel were 
demonstrated here yesterday to a 
group which included Smoke Com- 
missioner Robert M. Boyles of 8t. 
Louis and representatives of the 
coal processing committee of the 
St. Clair County Board of Super- 
visors. 

Briquetting and coking methods 
which have proved satisfactory on 
an experimental scale were ex- 
plained by Dr. M. M. Leighton, 
chief of the Illinois Geological 
Survey. 

Progress has been slow on ‘the 
briquetting process, with delays 
caused by inability to procure 
equipment. Whether it will be 
commercially successful re to 
be seen. 

Dust Made Into Briquettes. 

This is the process previously 
Gescribed by the Post-Dispatch in 
which coal “dust,” a fine material 
accumulated at the mines, now 
wasted to a large extent, is formed 
into briquettes by application of 
heat and high pressure, without 
the addition of a binder to hold 
the material together. Briquettes 
of this type burn with much less 
smoke than those made by the 
ordinary process using tar or otb- 
er added material, as a binder. 

The huge press designed by Dr. 
R. J. Piersol of the Geological Sur- 
vey to produ¢e these briquettes 
was operated, but it still lacks sat- 
isfactory dies for forming the 
briquettes. Special alloy steel dies, 
which were delivered recently after 
many months of delay, were found 
to have been tempered too highly, 
go that they broke in’ c>eration. 

Until satisfactory dies are pro- 
eured, it will not be possible to 
operate the press on a large 
enough scale to determine the com- 
mercial feasibility of the process. 

Laboratory Tests. 

Briquettes made experimentally 
by this method were shown burn- 
ing in the survey's laboratory with 


less smoke than was produced by 


low-volatile coal, which is legal for 
hand firing under the St. Louis 
smoke elimination ordinance. 

Dr. Piersol expects the process 
to produce equally smokeless 
briquettes from any of the South- 
ern Illinois coal if the fuel is 
crushed and then preheated suffi- 
ciently to remove about 10 per cent 
of the volatile matter. If satisfac- 
tory briquettes can be produced in 
large volume by this method at 
low enough cost, it is expected the 
process will be widely applied in 
Southern IHinois. It would go far 
toward restoring to the Illinois 
mines some part of the St. Louis 
market now supplied by the West 
Virginia and Arkansas coal fields. 

New dies to be made according 
to revised specifications have been 
ordered for the press. When they 
are received, the briquetting ex- 
periment can be quickly carried 
to a conclusion. 


Coking Illinois Coal. 


The Geological Survey also is |{ 


testing methods of coking Illinois 
coal to produce smokeless fuel. It 
has equipped a complete small- 
scale plant using a process simi- 
lar to that by which Carbonite 
and Solarite are produced for the 
‘St. Louis market. Satisfactory re- 
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sults have been had thus far from 
the test plant. The survey expects 
to be able to determine which IIli- 
nois coals will coke acceptable and 
what the cost will be. 

Another activity of the Geological 
Survey laboratory is treatment of 
coal to produce better stoker fuel. 
This includes the sizing and wash- 
ing of the coal. Such preparation 
has been found to reduce smoke. 

Among those witnessing the dem- 
onstrations were Gaston Dubois of 
the St. Louis Smoke Elimination 
Committee, Dean A. S. Langsdorf 
of the Engineering School of Wash- 
ington University, former Smoke 
Commissioner R. R. Tucker, now 
on the engineering faculty at 
Washington University; C. G. 
Stiehl, president of the St. Clair- 
Madison Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion; Frank Lampke and John 
Barnard of the Coal Processing 
Committee of the St, Clair County 
Board of Supervisors, and several 
coal] dealers and operators.

UTMOST ON FOOD, 
GROVER HILL SAYS 


Aid to Wickard Tells 
Livestock Men More 
Cattle Are Being Pro- 
duced, However. 


Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Grover Hill told the annual 
convention of the National Live- 
stock Exchange at Hotel Jefferson 


yesterday that there had been in- 
creased production of cattle, hogs 
and dairy cows and that:the na- 
tion was producing more milk, but- 
ter and chickens, but that it was a 
“little short” on sheep, horses and 
mules. 

Referring to the all-out effort of 
Britain in almost doubling agricul- 
tural production, Hill said the 
United States was not doing its 


utmost, “but that we will when we 
really get up aguinst it.” He said 
there was no unanimity among the 
many who want things done, but 
that methods of doing the enor- 
mous tasks are being improved. 


On a recent trip Hill observed 
that clear across the country pro- 
duction is ahead of schedule. He 
marveled at the “wonderful” job 
the railroads are doing, despite loss 
of manpower and equipment trou- 
bles. He was impressed with the 
increased number of older men 
handling the record loads of 
freight and passengers, 

C. L. Farrington of Indianapolis, 
member of the executive board of 
the National Livestock Exchange, 
told the meeting that thé “chaotic 
meat supply situation” is the direct 
result of efforts of the Office of 
Price Administrattion to enforce 
a price ceiling on meat. 


Reporting on livestock price ceil- 
ings, Farrington charged the OPA 
with “theorizing,” asserting that 
price ceilings are not the solution 
to the meat problem, He granted 
that rationing was a necessity, be- 
cause of an enormous demand and 
a limited supply, but said that 
price ceilings take the “competi- 
tive incentive” out of the meat in- 
dustry and thus reduce production 
at the source, 

The National Livestock Ex- 
change has opposed a price ceil- 
ing on live animals in the belief 


it would be fatal to the meat in- 
dustry, Farrington said. He ob- 
served there was one possible solu- 
tion to spreading the supply of 
meat as far as it will go through 
creation of the new Meat Manage- 
ment Board that was announced 
in Washington last Monday. That 
board, he said, “will tailor the de- 
mand to meet the supply.”

O BEGIN with, the coal picture has about as many angles to it as that famous 


cubist nightmare, ‘“‘Nude Descending «a 


Staircase.”” And both pietures are almost 


equally baffling to the layman whose intelligence is still unspoiled by special study. 


There is a motion to amend this slightly. 


To the very superficial observer everything 


is simple: It is just John L. Lewis raising hell because he’s mad at Roosevelt, or it is 
just another racketeer union holding a sawed-off shotgun to the head of Uncle Sam.

Lewis has or might have, or who looks past 


who is baffled is the one who tries to figure some of the other motives that 


the spotlit figure of Lewis straddling the 


eenter of the stage and tries to understand why 630,000 miners ignored the President's 
appeal and walked out on May 1 as one man in the most essential industry of a 


nation very much at war, or why other labor 
leaders who have no use for Lewis or the 
flasty business of striking in wartime are 
nevertheless supporting his fight against the 
War Labor Board's Little Steel formula. 
And what about the WLB and the problem 
of Wages vs. Prices? What of the chaotic 
coal industry, and what to do about it? What 
of President Roosevelt and his handling of 
the most serious domestic crisis that has 
faced his Administration since the beginning 
of the war, and more probably, since the 
banks closed down back in 19337 


Miner Real ‘Forgotten Man’ 
With Pretty Sad Story to Tell. 


The real “forgotten man,” however, in 
the whole picture, is the coal miner himself. 
Certainly no solution of the problem can 
afford to overlook the fact that he has a 
pretty sad story to tell. In the first place, 
be works in what is still doubtless the most 
dangerous industry in the country. In 1941 
there were 64,764 men killed or injured, 
which is nearly 12 per cent of total person- 
nel, and of these about 1500 lost their lives. 
(The known killed and wounded as of May 
2, 1943, in all our armed forces since Pearl 
Harbor is 27,172.) Speaking very bluntly 
to the coal operators about this loss of life 
and limb in the mines, Lewis said: *“That’s 
a lot of meat, a lot of human meat, to grind 
up in an industry in one year. There are 
too many funerais in this industry, gentle- 
men.” And he added, “We care not if the 
elimination of this third shift takes a few 
shekels out of some operator's pocket.” 


The reference in the last sentence is to 
the fact that when mines are worked con- 
tinually for three shifts and the coal is not 
allowed to “bleed,” gas forms more quickly 
and on occasion explodes with great violence. 
Only two. days after the miners went -back 
to work on May 3, for example, 10 men 
were killed in an explosion in LaFollette, 
Tenn. Although miners must use dynamite 
even in machine mining, the quantities used 
are so small that this operation alone offers 
no danger. The danger is mostly from the 

s explosions, which are always the result 
of bad ventilation, and thus avoidable, or 
from unavoidable cave-ins on or near the 
face of the coal, where timber support is 
mecessarily inadequate, or from avoidable 
eave-ins that are due to defective timbering. 


Unnecessary Dangers 
Ought to Be Eliminated. 


Here then is a just grievance: the elim- 
ination of unnecessary danger from an 


already dangerous calling. Certainly some- 
thing should be done about that. We be- 
lieve too that under ordinary circumstances 
miners would have another just grievance: 
for most of their lives they have never got 
enough money for the time, muscle, skill and 
risk that they put into their jobs. As re- 
cently as last December hard-coal miners 
averaged only $36.14 a week and soft-coal 
miners $38.25, making them the lowest paid 
group in the whole field of«durable goods, 
which then averaged $46.38, while the mak- 
ers of aircraft engines got $58.49, ship- 
builders $58.09 and auto workers $54.69. 
Duite a difference in payment for work that 
is in general no more skilled, frequently less 
>, and very much less dangerous! 
After the First World War the miners’ 
nion was strong and coal was still riding 
crest of the war boom. As a result of 
trikes in °22, ‘25 and °’27, the United 
ne Workers boosted and held their wages 
$7.50 a day, which with a six-day week 
je a not untidy, not unlivable week’s pay 
those days. By 1927, however, over- 
pansion and the growing use of fuel oil 
water power had produced a state of 
and collapse throughout the whole 
ndustry. Unemployment soared, wages and 
sion membership plunged downward. By 
$33 the miners were getting $3.28 a day, 


and the union had dwindled from 450,000 
to 90,000 dues-paying members. 

Then came Roosevelt and the New Deal. 
For the first time government, through Sec- 
tion 7-A of NIRA and later the Wagner Act, 
protected labor’s right to organize. Seizing 
his opportunity by the scruff of the neck, 
Lewis sent his lieutenants through the coal 
fields on whirlwind campaigns. In West 
Virginia organizers were telling the miners: 
“Roosevelt wants you to join the union.” 
And over night the miners flocked back in 
what was literally a wave of mass enthu- 
siasm. Then came the Guffey Coal Act and 
a tri-partite commission that fixed minimum 
prices, eliminated cut-throat competition and 
so restored a little order in the general 
chaos. Wages rose steadily through the 
thirties, and in 1941 the union won a $7 
day in a five-day, 35-hour week. 
two-year contract, incidentally, that Lewis 
is now fighting to improve, although in a 
sense it has already been improved by the 
addition of a sixth day at time-and-a-half 
rates, bringing the average soft-coal wage 
in February, 1943, to $45.34 (employers’ 
figures). 


Explanation of Mine Pay 
System Under the Contract. 


At this point a little clarification of how 
miners are paid might be in order. All the 
figures given so far, except where otherwise 
stated, apply to soft-coal (bituminous) 
miners, who make up 85 per cent of the 
industry and of whom Lewis’ United Mine 
Workers control 450,000. The Progressive 
Miners Union, AFL, has about 30,000, 
mostly in Elinois. In the Lewis union there 
are also $0,000 miners of anthracite—the 
hard coal used in your heating furnace if 
you were smart enough not to shift to oil— 
and these are concentrated almost entirely 
in the northeastern corner of Pennsylvania 
around Scranton. Thanks to that same oil, 
this part of the industry has been even 
sicker than the soft-coal part, and the basic 
wage is therefore only $6.10. 

What is meant by “basic wage’? It is 
the wage eurned by inside day-men (men 
working on time inside the mine, such as 
maintenance men and all those involved in 
getting the coal above ground). Outside 
men get a dollar less. The men who actually 
dig the coal, whether by hand-pick or with 
machines that can cut a section anywhere 
from 2% to 10 feet wide, are paid on piece 
rates—so much per ton, or so much per 
yard, if they are working on a perpendicular 
vein as in the anthracite mines. The rates 
are tied to the basic wage in that a soft- 
coal miner, for example, should be able to 
average $7 per day at said rates. Thus if 
the miners Were given a $2 increase, the 
piece rates would all go up 28 per cent, 
two being 28 per cent of seven. Piece rates 
vary from region to region, and even from 
one colliery to another, but in soft coal the 
average is about $1 per ton for pick mining 
and 80 cents for machine mining.. 


Wage Grievances: Issue 
of Portal-to-Portal Pay. 


If you are still with us, add to the miners’ 
troubles the following: (1) He doesn’t get 
paid for time spent traveling to tHe coal 
face, a trip that averages one and a half 
hours for both ways, and may add up to 
three or four hours, since in the older col- 
lieries miners must travel anywhere up to 
11 miles underground before they reach the 
coal. This is the basis of the “portal-to- 
portal’’ demand that the men should be paid 
from the time they enter the mine gates. 
(2) Although, by working an extra day, the 
miner can now average about $45 a week, 
rising prices have actually reduced his real 
wages to $35 or less, which is worse than 
they were before. (3) The miner is con-

ment, which has plagued his industry since 
the middle twenties. (4) Along with all 
the rest he must (usually) live in a flimsy, 
soot-covered company-house, just like all 
the other houses in a dirty, drab company- 
town. 

But there must be a limit to one’s sym- 
pathy for the coal miners. For the strange 
part of it is that in spite of everything they 
like their jobs, and that is more than can be 
said for most American workers. Some- 
how the darkness and the danger, the ro- 
mance of the mines, have a powerful hold 
on the men who work in them, and they 
take a fierce pride in their calling, in the 
toughness and courage and skill that go 
into making a good miner. No matter how 
black things look above and below ground, 
the coal miner shows an almost fanatical 
reluctance to look for other work. There is 
something about this digging for ‘‘black dia- 
monds” that really gets him, 

But all this about the miners, though it 
may partially explain, still does not answer 
the questions: Why did the miners strike 
on May 1? Why is it they may strike again 
on May 19? #£(Editor’s Note: When this 
article was written Lewis had not announced 
extension of his truce to May 31.) Other 
large groups of American workers (in tex- 
tiles, railroads, retail trades) are just as 
poorly paid, just as insecure, and almost as

Science Preparing Millions off 
Marvels for Everyday Life | 
of Average Citizen, Some | 
Already in Use, Others to Be} 
Developed 
Time. 


Editor's Note: Back of the daily headlines 
of conflict and death is a growing murmur 
of mingled fact and fancy about the mar- 
vels which science will unfold with the 
new dawn of peace. There is a growing 
impression that the dying echoes of the 
last gun will signal the unveiling of a 
succession of new gadpets and inventions 
that will revolutionize our daily lves. 
Howard W. Blakeslee, Associated Press 
Science Editor, has taken a look at these 
various predictions, checked them with 
men of knowledge in the field. Here is 
hig story of things to come.

t war are quite true; with one proviso— 
they will require one to 20 years, and in 
some cases perhaps 60 years, for realization. 

Even at that distance the show promises 
to be fascinating, an unending stream of 
new articles of use and beauty, from syn- 
thetic rubies to nylon window screens, with 
occasionally one so important that everyone 
hears about it in a week. 

The really big new things developing right 
now have mostly escaped the public’s atten- 
tion. 


Production Capacity Gain 
Presents Limitless Possibilities. 


First of these, of course, is increased pro- 
duction capacity.. This phenomenal gain, due 
to war, is what scientists have in mind when 
they declare that the year 1940 is already 
in the distant past. They don’t know pre- 
cisely what will be produced in the future, 
but they do know that jobs without number 
and products beyond forecast are possible 
when peace begins to use the plants, ma- 
chines, skills, new materials and power 
which the war has built. " 

The change-over from war to peace will 
require time and will have to be made witb- 
out the limitless money which went into 
war, but in time the new giant of production 
will be fashioned. 

The second big change is air transporta- 
tion. One of the consequences of this is 
seldom mentioned—better and fresher foods 
and in greater variety; two days from any- 
where in the world, from tropics to the 
Arctic, to dinner table by refrigerator plane. 
These new foods may do for Americans what 
the speedup in rail transportation helped to 
do in the last 40 years. In that period the 
American life span rose about 20 years. 
For this, medicine, sanitation and public 
health usually get the credit, but the better 
diet made possible by fast trains was a sub- 
stantial partner. For example, citrus fruits, 
now year-round on almost every table, and 
recommended especially for babies, were only 
a rare gift at Christmas time 50 years ago. 

Helicopters which need only a large yard 
for landing and take-off already are in the 
plans for transporting American wounded 
and for attack on submarines. Gliders al- 
ready are picked up by tow-planes which 
do not stop to make the connection. Other 
gliders already move under their own power 
where air currents are adverse. Model 
planes fly by remote control. The rocket ship 
is in its beginning: the soundness of the 
rocket principle already is demonstrated in 
the Bazooka, the one-man, American anti- 
tank gun which shoots a rocket shell. A 
dazzling possibility almost immediately after 
the war is a Transatlantic plane service tak- 
ing six to eight hours a trip between Europe 
and America. This summer will see 100 or 
more such flights between England and 
America daily. 


More Power, Better Fuel, 
Less Weight in Tomorrow’s Auto. 


For ground travel the guessing on auto- 
mobiles is stunning. The public is doing 
most of the guessing. The situation was pic- 
tured by Charlies F, Kettering of General 
Motors, himself one of the foremost orig- 
inators of the new things in motor cars. 
He told the Detroit meeting of the American 
Chemical Society in April: “Postwar autos 
are being designed everywhere except in the 
automotive industry. We have nobody work- 
ing on postwar autos.” But he did make one 
prediction—more power. The power will 
come from three war sources. One is the 
smaller size and greater efficiency of engines 
now building. Two is better fuel. Three is 
lighter weight materials. 

Surprisingly enough, the lesser weight of 
postwar cars may not come from aluminum, 
magnesium and plastics so much as from the 
postwar steel,

Waste Materials Available 
for Tremendous Expansion. 


Plastics is an all-American development. 
It originated in this country. It has all- 
American tendencies in boundless predic- 
tions. On one side of this picture, the raw 
materials for plastics are huge, totaling in 
farm and forest wastes alone about 2090 
million tons a year, mostly~dém cellulose; 
furfural and lignin. 

Compare that with the 80 to 90 million 
tons of steel we are producing this year, and 
remember that this tonnage is almost astron- 
omical as compared with 1938 production. 
Add the fact that, due to lighter weight and 
greater bulk, the fabricated plastics would 
have about four times the bulk of the vast 
steel products. 

On the other side, {hn 1940 plastics totaled 
less than 1 per cent, not of steel, but of all 
our metal products. The huge industry 
which could use the 200 million tons has 
not been built. No one even knows whether 
the waste materials could be gathered as 
cheaply as iron ores are mined, 

Perhaps a good tipoff on plastics in the 


are possibilities based on a great change in 
making glass. From time immemorial silica | 
was the base of all glass, but now some new 
types are being made with no silica at all, 
and the theories about what that will do are 
spectacular, 

More certain, and sooner, are auto uses of 
the war-developed glass* plastics. Almost 
surely they will result in cars with at least 
some of the sides and top transparent. 

The postwar car will be harder to damage 


by fire. Non-flammable fabrics already are 
in the making for war purposes. 

It took all the years from World War I 
to now to develop a tire guaranteed for 3000 
miles—advertiser’s figure—to the present 
tire that travels up to 30,000 miles without 
need of guarantee. To go from the latter to 
the 100,000-mile, or life-of-the-car tire will 
take time, but is not at all an impossibility. 

The old story of 50 miles a gallon may 
come true. War is producing both engines 
and fuels which might do it. 


Postwar Aladdin’s Lamp 
in Wide Range of Plastics. 


The real postwar Aladdin’s lamp is plastics. 
War's plastics achievements are already long 
—plane noses, fan blades, practice bayonets, 
hair dryer hoods, soap dispensers, vacuum 
cleaner nozzles, business machine housings, 
gun stocks, refrigerator door panels, wash- 
ing machine agitators, interior finish, hel- 
met liners, radio antenna housings, fuse caps, 


cent or more of the material forming ply- 
wood gliders and planes, heavy duty bear- 
ings; one battleship has more than 1900 
plastic parts. 

Columbia University has developed a new 
plastic which can be molded like metal, with- 
out pressure, and in more exact dimensions 
than metal. The B. F. Goodrich Co. has 
learned how to bond one of its plastics to 
metal, and this alone opens a great field. 

One of the newest feats of chemistry is 
bridging the gap between old time glass and 
the new glass-like plastics. This is done by 
incorporating silica into plastics. In theory 
the chemists hope the silica bridge will re- 
sult in new transparent materials with all 
the desirable properties of both glass and 
plastics, for example unbreakable eye 


incredible energies of 100 million volts. 


immediate future is in the claims of enthu- 
sSiasts that present plastics have 100,000 
uses, but no single, great, major use is pre- 
dicted. Something with 100,000 uses might 
well supplement rather than completely sup- 
plant existing materials. 


Medicine Also Promises 
Changes and Improvements. 


Postwar medicine promises almost as 
many changes as plastics. 

The first and quickest is likely to be more 
adequate care for everyone. The medical 
profession is working on plans. Their think- 
ing is spurred by the problems of the new 
industrial areas, the nationwide shortage of 
physicians, and the fact that more than one- 
third of all our active doctors, including vir- 
tually all the young ones, are going to be in 
military forces dispensing a very realistic 
type of state medicine. 

In the medical research laboratories are 
many new wonders, but they are not blazoned 
in advance, and they will not arrive swiftly 
after the war. 

An experiment that will be launched speed- 
ily after the war is in radioactive chemicals 
for cancer and some other diseases. A few 
of these chemicals go directly to the site of 
the disease, and in one amazing instance— 
radio-iodine for toxic goiter—nowhere else in 
the body. Just before the war, the radio- 
iodine had been tried on human toxic goiter 
at the University of California, and radio- 
strontium and radio-phosphorus on some 
types of cancer. The radio-strontium con- 
centrated itself mostly in the hard parts of 
bones. 


War’s Cyclotrons Can Make 


Many Other New Chemicals. 


In addition to the radio-active chemicals 
which go directly and rather exclusively to 
the sick part, there are scores of others that 
distribute themselves throughout the body 
and may have some uses in medicine. These 
are made by cyclotrons, whose work has been 
switched to secret war physics. 

Even during the war, another atomic ma- 
chine, which may equal the cyclotron, is un- 
der development. This is the metallic dough- 
nut, in which electrons whirl to the almost

Why 
not give our soldiers $2 per day in- 
crease? The soldiers’ families have to 
pay just as much for living expenses as 
the miners.

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THE FIRST DUTY OF THE STATE. 

“Everybody is in the money now.” How often 
that obs@rvation is ‘heard these days! Whatever the 
drawbacks of a war economy may be, it gives peo- 
ple jobs, puts good, solid food in their stomachs, 
one hears. And, looking around town, it seems to 
be true. . 

The department stores are doing a thriving busi- 
ness. Their windows are full of color, and their 
aisles full of customers. The street cars and the 
busses are crowded. Grand and Olive looks like the 
good old days. People stand in long lines again to 
see a movie. Out in the neighborhood shopping cen- 
ters, there are Saturday night throngs as there 
were in the days before the depression. Families 
buying things for the house, for the children, for 
the Sunday dinner table—even if it now takes 
ration stamps as well as money. 

So, since the war has brought its precarious pros- 
perity to the countryside as well ty the city 
street, the legislators may have assumed that it 
would be unnecessary, at this session, to appropriate 
any considerable amount for relief. But, by now, they 
know better. They have been told that our war pros- 
perity is less than universal. Not everybody who 
walks into an employment agency gets a job. Some 
are considered too old; others have physical disabili- 
ties. “We're sorry, but... .” But, the law-mak- 
ers in Jefferson City do not seem to be impressed. 

Perhaps the Legislature ought to send an inves- 
tigating committee into some of the back streets 
of St. Louls—through the narrow passageways to 
the small, dilapidated, ill-ventilated, ill-lighted rooms 
“upstairs, rear.” There, and in places more or less 
like them all over the State, they can find the 22,500 
human beings who are all too inadequately de- 
scribed as the unemployable applicants for direct 


relief, the people for whom they are planning to. 


provide 4 cents a meal. 

In those shacks and boarding houses live the old 
men and the old women who, because they are not 
yet 65 or for one reason or another, are not on the 
old-age pension rolls. Many of them are sick. They 
have heart trouble, hardening of the arteries, rheu- 
matism. Many of them are half-deaf. Others are 
half-blind. Some have suffered strokes. Investiga- 
tors have even found an insane woman being cared 
for day and night by her husband. About one-third 
of these people ought to be in institutions, but there 
is no room for them. 

If they would seek them out, the legislators 
would find children in the tenements—sometimes 
five and six of them in a single room. At least 
one-fifth of those depending on direct relief are 
children. Perhaps the father, crippled in some ac- 
cident, spends his days trudging from door to door, 
peddling gadgets. According to the records, a man 
can make about $10 a month that way. 

At the present time, these people are getting only 
half of their bed-rock requirements. In St. Louis, 
the average this month is about 62 per cent, or 
$11.52. Over the State, the monthly average is 
only $7.42. 

The Social Security Commission is doing its best. 
Its visitors carefully work out a minimum budget 
in each case. Then they try to meet it as far as 
available funds will permit. They do not give 
these people any money—a little of which might be 
unwisely spent. No, they give them orders on the 
grocer, a voucher for the landlord. Sometimes the 
landlord can be put off for a month so that a child 
may have milk. But, in the end, all the makeshifts 
are to no avail. Missouri just is not doing its 
duty to its most unfortunate citizens. 

And it does have a duty toward these people. If 
it is not the very first obligation of the State to 
guarantee the bare necessities for life, what is to 
be said for such other duties as the guarantee to 
preserve liberty of thought and speech? Here 
is the basic thing. 

Surely, this Legislature, which took office with 
such high promise, will face this situation squarely. 
Surely, it will fulfill the first duty of the State. 

BY WHAT RIGHT? — 

The 317-to-62 vote of the House of Representa- 
tives to oust Dr. Robert Morss Lovett, Dr. William 
Dodd Jr. and Dr. Goodwin B. Watson from the Gov- 
ernment service is a measure not of the loyalty of 
these men but of the intelligence of the House. For 
example, to call Dr. Lovett subversive is to mouth 
nonsense. His son was killed in action at Belleau 
Wood. He knows as much what patriotism means 
as Congressman Kerr of North Carolina or any 
member of his committee. The record of his 43 
years on the faculty of the University of Chicago 
is known to thousands of citizens. 

By what right does the House single out specific 
persons and amend the urgent 134-million-dollar 
deficiency appropriation bill so as to bar them from 
the posts which they hold? Dr. Lovett was not 
appointed Secretary to the Virgin Islands by the 
House. Does not the House assume a function of 
the President when it undertakes such removals? 
The time to find out about this is right now; and 
the way to do it is to take the issue to the courts. 

Unless this sort of smearing is stopped at once, 
it will become unbearable to a free people. 
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END OF THE COMINTERN. 

The bogy of Moscow-inspired -world revolution 
was for many years the great‘obstacle to develop- 
ment of friendly relationg between Soviet Russia 
and other countries. World revolution wag a prin- 
ciple of Marxism’s founders and earliest prophets, 
but it became more and more reduced in importance 
as Communist energies were absorbed in the tre- 


| mendous tasks of building a powerful and produc- 


tive Russia. This was one of the issues on which 
Trotsky and Stalin parted company, for the latter’s 
conviction was that “Socialism in one country” was 
a more desirable project than world-wide agitation. 

The Communist International, generally known 
as the Comintern, was the central body of Com- 
munist parties in all countries where they ex- 
isted, and the theoretical agency of world revolu- 
tion. Of late years, the Comintern has departed 
from many of the party’s original policies. It 
has, for instance, approved co-operation with non- 
Marxist groups in united front movements, and also 
approved the signing of treaties with capitalist 
countries by Russia. Now its Executive Committee 
recognizes the trend of the times, and the desirabil- 
ity of building confidence among Russia’s allies 
in the war, by recommending the dissolution of the 
Comintern itself. 

The Communist doctrine of world revolution has 
been for some time nothing more than a convenient 
argument for Axis propagandists. Nevertheless, it 
still disturbed many patriotic citizens of the United 
Nations, who welcome Russia as an ally but have 
no liking for Communism. Formal disavowal of 
a principle that long ago had become little more 
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than academic, and action to end the allegiance of 
Communist groups abroad to Moscow, should do 
much to reassure these citizens. It is a welcome 
sign that the Comintern’s leaders, like the enlight- 
ened officials of all countries on the Allied side, ap- 
preciate the need for taking steps to eliminate sus- 
picions and create all-out co-operation among the 
United Nations. 
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TO REMOVE THE CHINESE EXCLUSION SLUR. 

The list of groups and individuals who favor the 
repeal of the Oriental exclusion laws, which shuts 
Chinese out of the United States except as short- 
time visitors, grows steadily. 

Several days ago, the Executive Committee of the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ adopted a 
resolution which said that the ban on Orientals is 
“contrary to the democratic principles on which 
this country was founded.” This important group 
proposed that our laws be rewritten so immigrants 
from the Orient “may become citizens on the same 
terms as immigrants from non-Oriental countries.” 

More recently, Representative Curley of Boston, 
one of the new Democratic members, went before 
the House Immigration Committee to call for repeal 
of the 50-year-old exclusion laws. He said: 

China hag earned the right to recognition by 
the fight it has carried on for nearly six years, 
not for China alone, but for the United States 
of America and for the preservation of de- 
mocracy. 

Still later, the committee heard Pearl Buck, au- 
thor and long-time resident of China; Richard 
Walsh, magazine editor; Kermit Eby, representing 
the CIO; Oswald Garrison Villard, veteran journal- 
istic crusader, and delegates of the Methodist church, 
all favoring the bill. Miss Buck criticised the ex- 
clusion law as an “unwarranted test” of Chinese 
patience, and a weapon which Jap propogandists are 
using extensively. 

Repeal of the exclusion acts would be only sim- 
ple justice. All the aid we give to China in the 
war will not remove the discrimination which this 
gallant ally regards as a slur and insult. As for 
the creation of a new race issue in the United States, 
any opposition to repeal based on that argument 
simply ignores the facts. Quota regulations would 
apply, and under quota provisions 105 Chinese 
would be admitted every year. The number is 
small, but it is also large enough to end the long- 
standing and offensive discrimination. 

The bill of Representative Kennedy would admit 
Chinese on a quota basis. That of Representative 
Judd, who was for 10 years a resident of the Orient, 
would apply quota regulations to all Orientals, ex- 
cept those who are warring against us. Mr. Judd's 
purpose is to win the confidence of the entire Orient 
by lifting the ban on color of skins. 

The basis for the old airtight exclusion laws no 
longer exists. Today, there are no railroads seek- 
ing to import thousands of coolies to toil for wages 
far below those of American workers. Today, CIO 
unions favor lifting the ban. 

Perhaps never before has a visitor from abroad 
so won the hearts of the American people as Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek. Yet, as the Post-Dispatch pointed 
out some two months ago, our immigration laws 
would not only bar her from citizenship, but keep 
her from entering the country as a resident. 

If we want to make our Oriental allies believe 
fully our professions of concern in their welfare, 
we will have to treat them on the same fair basis 
that we treat the peoples of other parts of the world. 
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A WORD FOR SIDEWALK CAFES. 

We were surprised and chagrined to read in Henry 
McLemore’s recent letter from England that Lon- 
don is about. to have its first sidewalk cafe. Sur- 
prised that the British had not taken sooner to 
the pleasures of dining al fresco, and chagrined to 
think that we have been so heartily admiring them 
for so long when all the time they have been ig- 
noring a fundamental amenity like that. 

“Senang” is a lovely and necessary word which the 
Javanese use to describe the contented life, and 
senang, for us, is unthinkable without a sidewalk 
cafe or two in it. Food takes on a special quality 
when the diner can breathe air sparkling fresh, 
and listen to the hushed tinkle of china and silver 
as it is all but lost in the infinity of the outdoors, 
and become a suspended and musing part of the 
busy life that flows on only a few inches past his 
coffee-cup. 

Sidewalk cafes are among the joys that make 
Miami, to the heart as well as to the eye, “a jewel 
set in a silver sea.” New York, too, has its side- 
walk cafes. New Orleans happily cherishes, from 
its Spanish past, the institution of the patio, an un- 
paralleled spot for a dinner table and for oysters 
on the half shell, or spaghetti Caruso, or crab gum- 
bo or crepes suzettes. Even in so small a town as 
Trion, Ga., it is possible to eat by star and candle, 
to the music of a fountain softly splashing and a 
breeze in the yew-trees. 

It is nice to see outdoor dining getting at least 
a little-fingerhold in London, and it would be even 
nicer to see St. Louis, with its long tradition of 
fine eating, take to it, too. 
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THE FOOD CONFERENCE MUDDLE. 

Chairman Marvin Jones’ ruling yesterday pér- 
mitting newspaper men to talk with delegates to 
the international food conference within a three- 
hour period every day is a constructive step toward 
correcting the muddle that has daily become more 
acute, 

The official secrecy’ at Hot Springs, Va., has been 
wrong in principle all along. How wrong it is also 
from the purely pragmatic standpoint is being dem- 
onstrated almost hourly. 

The tactics which were attempted, and which 
have been repented only in part, are dangerous be- 
cause they alienate public confidence and because 
they invite unfriendly interests to make capital 
of the error. 

Indications yesterday that Republicans intend 
to go to Hot Springs in numbers to embarrass the 
conference prove that others have been better aware 
than Judge Jones and hig advisers of the danger- 


‘| ous possibilities inherent in the situation. 


The conference is making still another dangerous 
error in handling the demands of Representatives 
Bradley of Michigan and Smith of Ohio for admit- 
tance. Obviously, the conference cannot and should 
not be asked to accommodate the entire member- 
ship of Congress. It ‘is equally plain that Con- 
gress should be admitted, by representation, to the 
discussions. A bill was proposed several weeks ago 
to create a congressional delegation, of most mod- 
est size. It would be sounder and more politic if 
the leaders of the conference, instead of allowing 
themselves to be put on the defensive, would in- 
stead invite an official delegation of Congress and 
urge that one be authorized.

Major issue in mine controversy is whether union leader will re- 
spect the Government and obey its statutes, liberal daily says; ap- 
peasing him will mean destroying authority of WLB; miner's pay 
is not chief problem now, but orderly processes in labor disputes.

From the Philadelphia Record, 


HICH is more important: Uninter- 

rupted production of coal? Or com- 

pelling John L. Lewis to respect the 
Government of the United States and obey 
its laws? 

That is the choice facing the admin- 
istration today. 

Price of the first choice—uninterrupted 
production of coal—may be further ap- 
peasement of Lewis, yielding directly or 
indirectly to his demands, which would 
destroy the authority of the War Labor 
Board before which the mine chief re- 
fuses to appear. 

Price of the second choice is risk of a 
mine strike; at least a temporary cut in 
coal production, and possible necessity for 
using force against Lewis and his lieuten- 
ants if they persist in near-treasonable de- 
fiance of the nation’s laws and our war- 
time need. 

To the Record there is only one choice: 
Settling forever the question whether John 
L, Lewis can successfully defy the Govern- 
ment in wartime. 


A Case of Sabotage. 


Obstruction of the war effort by any 
other name is still sabotage. For the sake 
of the fighting men of our country, risking 
and losing their lives at the front; in fair- 
ness to the vast majority of loyal American 
labor unionists who have honestly lived 
up to their “no strike” pledge; for the fu- 
ture security of the whole home front— 

The nation must now risk having less 
coal and compel John Lewis either to be- 
have as an American or else be treated 
as we would treat any other man “giving 
aid and comfort to the enemy.” 

Some in Washington seem to advocate 
more appeasement of Lewis. But the whole 
history of the man warns that it will lead 
to new demands and new crises, just as 
appeasement of Hitler only whetted the 
Fuehrer’s appetite for more power and 
intensified his arrogance. 

The test is whether Lewis shall be com- 
pelled to lay his grievances before the War 
Labor Board, legally constituted tribunal 
for settling war labor disputes. If Lewis 
succeeds in by-passing that board, he will 


have destroyed it, just as he destroyed the 
old. National Defense Mediation Board. 

His technique has been identical in both 
cases. When the captive mine strike con- 
troversy was about to come before the Na- 
tional Defense Mediation Board, Thomas 
Kennedy, Lewis lieutenant and a member 
of that board, resigned. Then Lewis re- 
fused to recognize the board's authority 
—and got away with it. The dispute was 
settled, in Lewis’ favor, by a special three- 
man commission, of which Lewis himself 
was a member. The Mediation Board was 
dead from then on. 

This time, Kennedy was a member of 
the War Labor Board. On the eve of the 
present crisis he quit, whereupon Lewis 
again defied the Government's labor tribu- 
nal. 


Basic Issue the Same. 


The only difference is that last time 
America was preparing for war; now Amer- 
ica is engaged in war. The basic issue is 
the same: Whether John L. Lewis is above 
the law. 

Let it be kept clear that the issue is 
NOT miners’ wages. Not now. 

The War Labor Board is made up of 
fair-minded, decent men. The board has 
indicated that it would give the miners a 
very fair break once the issue was pre- 
sented by their UMW spokesmen. 

Because John L. Lewig says the board 
is prejudiced does not make it so. Lewis 
has denounced not only the WLB mem- 
bers, but almost everyone else in America 
who refused to bend the knee to his dic- 
tates. He has turned upon and reviled 
even his old labor associates, particularly 
Philip Murray. 

It is for the miners, in the remaining 
period of truce, to face the facts: To real- 
ize that Lewis has used them as pawns 
in his game of power, and used their 
justified grievances as a lever for his pas- 
sion to defy the President of the United 
States.

The Value of ‘Psychological Warfare 


From the New 8tatesman and Nation, London. 


HE promised invasion of Europe is not 

only military; it is also political and 
psychological. We must arrive as libera- 
tors, eager to offer aid to all who hate 
Fascism and strive for freedom. 

They belong to many groups and profess 
several political creeds. They include the 
incredibly brave whose lives during these 
last three years have been devoted to re- 
Sistance against staggering odds; they range 
all the way to those who would be on the 
side of liberty if they could, but who have 
sunk into apathy, despairing, under the 
weight of Nazi brutality and propaganda, 
of ever again seeing a world in which men 
eat their fill and speak their minds with- 
out fear. 

The proportion of these groups, the creeds 
they profess and the means required to give 
them new life and practical coherence, vary 
from country to country. In each case, a 
political analysis of the psychological ter- 
ritory to be invaded is as important as a 
military appreciation. 


Wise political warfare may multiply our 
friends and rouse up our enemies against 
the Nazis; a narrow military outlook might 
turn our friends into neutrals and force, us 
to the slow and bloody process of reducing 
by fire and bomb a countryside which sees 
us as gladiators rather than as liberators. 


Italy, the stepping-stone away from Tunis, 
is one of the most interesting and perhaps 
the most immediate problem. To get Italy 
out of the war with as little blood and de- 
struction as possible and with the largest 
measure of good will among common peo- 
ple, who have never wished for war and 
have long detested the Fascist regime, 
would be an immense triumph. The reper- 
cussions all over the Continent would be 
incalculable.

Survivor of Wake and Midway 
Tells Graphic Stories of War 


“Last Man Off Wake Island,” by Lieut. Col. Walter 
L. J. Bayler, As Told te Cecil Carnes. (Bobbe- 
Merrill Co., Indianapolis.) 

N November, 1941, Col. Bayler was sent 

to Wake Island to install radio communi- 
cations. He had barely finished his work 
when Dec. 7, and the Japs, were upon him. 

For two weeks he fought alongside the 400 

marines there, watching their ranks dimin- 

ish, their planes dwindle to three and their 
fighting spirit soar steadily. Through the 
daily strafings, he lived and slept in fox 

holes infested with rats. | 

As a climax, he witnessed the glorious 
rout of an invasion force of 12 Japanese 
vessels, by the handful of American de 
fenders still able to load bombs, pilot planes 
or fire the one battery of guns. Then on 
Dec. 20, only two days before Wake Island 
fell, a Navy patrol plane came in and 
whisked him off to Midway. 

At Midway, he had the same job to do 
and experienced the same interference. 
True, Midway had a larger garrison and 
more equipment than Wake, and so was 
more fortunate. Except for a faid on Dee. 
7, the Japs had ignored Midway. At the 
end of January, however, they opened up, 
and Col. Bayler fought and worked once 
more through almost daily bombings. After 
three months, he was again ordered to 
proceed, this time to Guadalcanal. 
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This station, he says, turned out to be 
“black gumbo mud, high grass, coconut 
palms, fox holes, head-hunters, legends, 
tough and canny United States marines, 
fanatical Japanese infantry, rats, sticky 
flies and periodic bombings.” He pitched 
his tent only a few yards from the battle 
lines, and while the fighting moved from 
his front yard to his back yard, he set up 
radio communications for the defense of 
Henderson Field. After four months in 
this pandemonium, he returned to Califor- 
nia to rest and to sing the praises of “Amer- 
ica’s fightingest organization, the United 
States Marines.” 

Ability to:‘tell a story simply and intel 
ligibly is a gift possessed by Col. Bayler 
or Cecil Carnes (who prepared the book for 
publication), or perhaps by both. The book 
is not for military tegists, but for the 
man in the street who enjoys any tale that 
is well told, and who likes to know more 
than the official communiques relate. 

If, as some literary critics are predicting, 
fiction is about to surrender to newspaper 
reporting—if we do lack creative literature 
at the present, we can rejoice that keen 
lively narratives are coming our way. For

GIVE Miles Browning the full credit for every success we have 


It was the senior member of the ‘Halsey-Browning team” 


speaking. This was fulsome tribute to come even from William 
Frederick Halsey Jr., though the Admiral] is noted for the generosity 
of his tributes to able subordinates. 


Browning is Halsey's chief of 
staff. I had heard of the Halsey- 
Browning team as far off as the 
Aleutians In Pearl Harbor the 
eombination is well known. Down 
here, it hag become a legend—a 


familiar topic of conversation 
aboard ships of the fleet, and at 
every island base and outpost. 

Listening to it, you are apt to 
get a picture of Halsey, the wise 
‘old judge cautious, deliberate 
(censored) listening to Browning— 
Browning the impetuous, the dy- 
mamic; the brilliant, instantaneous 
evolver of plans and tactics and 
etrategy—and then, out of the wie- 
dom of maturity and the ripeness 
ef experience, making ultimate de- 
cisions. Your impression is that, 
nearly always, the decision means 
the adoption of Browning's scheme. 
Legend Misleading. 

You will hear, likewise, that 
though Browning is professionally 
brilliant to the point of genius, 
he has a “difficult personality,” 
that “nobody but Halsey would 
ever put up with him.” 

Like many legenda, this one has 
a solid basis in fact, Also, as you 
might expect, it is in many par- 
ticulars misleading, distorted, and 
unfair to both members of the 
“team.” 

“Capt. Browning.” said Halsey, 
“has one of the most brilliantly 
aggressive, resourceful, imagina- 
tive and at the same time tacti- 
cally sound minds [ have ever en- 
countered in a naval officer, and 
he fears neither God nor man. 


“It was in 1918, I think, that I 
first knew him; when I was duty 
officer at the Naval Academy and 
he was a particularly ill-behaved 
midshipman. 

Both Dislike Red Tape. 

“We became really well ac- 
quainted in ‘37 and ‘38. I was 
commandant at Pensacola and he 
was naval air instructor at the 
Army Air Tactical School at Mont- 
gomery. Even then, Capt. Brown- 
ing was concerned about lack of 
co-ordination between the two air 
services and between planes and 
ships. A lot of administrative red 
tape kept the services from get- 
ting together. We both thought it 
monsense. We went so far as to 
think and to say that Army pilots 
should be trained to fly from car- 
riers and Navy flyers trained and 
equipped to operate heavy land- 
based bombers. What did we do 
about it? Not a damned thing. 
We just shouted about it. 


(But they did something about 
it when they got a chance. Today, 
in the South Pacific, Navy pilots 
fly heavy bombers as a matter of 
course, and Army pilots, in Army 
bombers, took off to bomb Tokyo 
from a carrier that was under 
Halsey’s command). 


“When I got command of Car- 
rier Division Two, Browning was 
up commander of planes on the 
orktown. I saw him and his 
work every day,’ and was im- 
pressed. In Juné, 1940, I was 
placed in command of the aircraft 
battle force and he came to my 
staff as my No. 2 tactical and op- 
erations officer. 


“Ralph Ofteie was my chief of 
staff at the time. (Now Capt. 
Ralph Oftsie, air operations of- 
ficer on the staff of Admiral Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz). Oftsie went to 
London early in ‘41 ag naval air 
observer. That's when Browning 
became my chief of staff.” 


‘An Undoubted Genius.’ 
“What,” I asked Halsey, “is 
your estimate of Capt. Browning’s 
most significant contribution to 
this socalled Halsey-Browning 
team?” 
_ “I’m afraid it has to be stated 
fm general terms, at this stage of 
the game. There are obvious se- 
curity reasons. But you can put it 
Gown as a matter of his uncanny 
talent for the quick sizeup of new 
situations, and his ability to think 
rapidly and soundly under heavy 
pressure. That covers aj] of our 
actions down here in which our 
information was meager, and 
where we had to make hourly 
changes in our plans, and in the 
adjustments and dispositions of 
our forces. Browning is an un- 
doubted genius along those lines.” 
Col. Julian P. Brown, U. 8. M. C., 
the force intelligence officer, 
ealled Browning “one of the best 
informed naval aviators in the 
world” and emphasized the value 
of his early training in the tactical 
handling of both aircraft and sur- 
face ships. Brown furnished a 
specific instance of the chief of 
staff's talent for sound tactical 
planning under -pressure. , 
The incident occurred during the 
Marshall Island raid in February, 
31942. Halsey commanded the car- 
rier task force which made the 
raid. “It was Capt. Browning's 
spur of the moment decision, ap 
proved by the Admiral, that if we 
were fortunate enough to get in 
past the outer approaches to the 
_telands and still escape detection, 
then we should play our luck right 
up te the hilt and go on in; all the 


way in. We did, We ran right 
up to within 20 miles of Wotje. 
As a result, and just ag Browning 
had figured, we had time, and 
were in position, to make not only 
one raid, but repeated raids, on 
Wotje, Kwajelein and Maloelap. 
The damage we inflicted was mul- 
tiplied.” 


Officers’ Picture of Team. 


Nearly all the ataff members 
with whom Admiral] Halsey has 
surrounded himself. have had more 
or less close associations with him 
over a period of years, and have 
been kept on his staff for lengthy 
periods. 

Veterans of this combination 
wave me this picture of the Hal- 
sey-Browning team: 


“You'll never get it straight if 
you think of Browning as ‘the 
brains’ of the outfit and of the 
Admiral as a kind of passive and 
receptive vehicle for the execu- 
tion of Browning’s ideas. Brown- 
ing a genius? Certainly. But the 
admiral is a very rugged indi- 
‘vidual. Very. And he has never 
displayed any lack of capacity for 
independent thinking. Bear’ in 
mind that it is he, not Browning, 
who makes the decisions, and that 
sometimes those decisions are 
against the chief of staff. 


“Halsey is capable of standing 
alone. You could make no more 
fundamental error than to sup- 
pose that Halsey’s ig the ‘judicial 
temperament.’ It ig the executive 
temperament; the leadership tem- 
perament, and that’s a different 
thing. The success of the Halsey- 
Browning team has to be esti- 
mated in the light of the Admir- 
al’s own greatness. You have to 
understand his .simplicity, his 
complete open-mindedneas, ‘and his 
willingness: to listen to all the 
other fellow’s arguments. 


Halsey Backs Up Men. 


“Another key to the situation is 
the manner in which Halsey backs 
up his subordinates and accepts 
full reaponaibility for their actions. 
One time we were at sea with the 
carriers and there was a terrific 
gum-up. Plane launchings were 
delayed inexcusably, Admira] Ern- 
est J. King was bossing the show. 
He sent a strongly worded mes- 
sage demanding to know who was 
responsible. Admiral Halsey re- 
plied at once: ‘Responsibility all 
mine.’

“Halsey has always insisted that 
the staff live close to him and to 
each other. You notice that those 
of us whom he can’t find room 
for in his own house are sleeping 
out in his backyard in Quonsett 
huts. That’s his idea. The mem- 
bers of the staff are a close-knit 
family. Debates and divergences 
of opinion have the vigor and 
honesty of family discussions. 
Newcomers to the mess are 
amazed by the freedom of argu- 
ment. Everyone has his say, in- 
cluding the most junior members. 
The Admiral encourages it because 
that is the sort of thing he feeds 
on.” 


When Browning Was Wrong. 


Although Browning was said to 
hate stupidity, he can show admi- 
ration and even affection for an 
associate or subordinate for doing 
a task he considera professionally 
brilliant, I was told. One officer 
recited an instance which he said 
showed Browning's “fairness.” 

“It was after the big night bat- 
tle of Nov. 12-13. The Japs were 
coming down again, in force, and 
Browning wanted to send certain 
heavy units of the fleet, includ- 
ing battleships, in to stop ‘em. 
He asked Weaver (Lieut. Com. 
Charles W. Weaver, the flag-plot- 
ting officer) where the units were 
and Chuck showed him, on the 
chart. The information seemed 
to infuriate him. He just knew 
it couldn’t be right. They must 
be up closer than that. Weaver 
asaired him they were correctly 
plotted, on the basis of every shred 
of information we possessed. But 
the Captain said no, no, no, it 
just couldn’t be. So he trans- 
mitted the Admiral’s order to the 
commander of the heavy units to 
go on into Guadalcanal and meet 
the gaps coming down that night. 
The answer came right back. It 
gave their positions. The ships 
couldn't possibly make it that 
night. The position was as plotted. 

“Browning fumed and cussed, 
and Weaver was peeved because 
he didn't acknowledge Chuck had 
been right. Anyway, the ships 
went in the following night. The 
Japs came down again. We mauled 
hell out of them, and with that 
the show was over. We had Guad- 
aloanal for keeps, as it turned out. 

“Browning was tired to the point 
of physical sickness, but before he 
left flag plot he went over to 
Weaver and he said: ‘Weaver, I 
just want to say that during this 
entire deal you have turned in 
one of the finest plotting jobs I 
have ever seen done. You were 
right every time. Yes indeed, a 
damned fine job of plotting,” and 
he said it loudly.”

EFINITE progress in the pre-invasion softening up of Italy and 
Germany by Allied bombers and success in the opening phase 
of the American campaign to sweep the Japanese from the 


of the war last week. 


The biggest headlines, however, recorded political rather than 
purely military events, among them a memorable speech by Winston 
Churchill to the United States Congress, the Communist - Interna- 
tional’s announcement in Moscow of its own dissolution and the work 
of the American-British War Council in Washington. 


Except on the little island of 
Attu in the Aleutians, where the 
Americans reached the mopping up 
stage, the lull between the Allies’ 
victorious African campaign and 
the great battles of the summer 
persisted, It appeared, however, 
unlikely to last much longer. The 
news from Russia indicated that 
the opening of Adolf Hitler’s third 
attempt to smash the Red Army 
was expected almost any dawn 
now. Around the shores of the 
Mediterranean indications in- 
creased that the victorious Allied 
forces poised on the North African 
coast were not likely to give the 
enemy much time to recover from 
the Tunisian disaster, 


Closer Bonds With Russia. 

While the United Nations’ prepa- 
ration for the coming assault on 
Hitler’s Europe went forward un- 
der a thick cloak of secrecy, equal- 
ly vital progress was achieved in 
the field of American-British-Rus- 
sian solidarity. Joseph BE. Davies 
reached Moscow and presented to 
Premier Stalin the letter from 
President Roosevelt which many 
believed contained an invitation 
for the Russian leader to meet 
with the President and Prime Min- 
igter Churchill, 

Churehill in his speech to Con- 
gress Wednesday lent some support 
to this conjecture by expressing the 
hope that such a meeting could be 
arranged “at no distant date.” 
Churchil] also paid renewed tribute 
to the proweags of Russian arms 
and reminded the Allies that Rus 
sia still was bearing the brunt of 
the war on land and faced the 
prospect of another tremendous 
Nazi offensive thig summer, Hit- 
ler’s “supreme gambler's throw.” 

But the chief contribution to this 
solidarity came from Moscow, 
where the executive committee of 
the Communist International, the 
body formed by Lenin and Trotsky 
in 1919 for the purpose of promot- 
ing world revolution, announced @ 
decision to dissolve, This move, 
which promised to rob Hitler of 
one of his most effective propa- 
ganda weapons, was hailed as a 
significant Russian contribution to 
the wiping out of friction between 
herself and her western Allies. 


The Second Front. 

he question of the second front 
remained, however, to plague the 
United Nations. Until events dis- 
close where and in what strength 
the British and Americans wil) as- 
sault the fortress of Europe, doubt 
will persist on this score.

destroying Hitler first. 
Gains Against U-Boats. 

The battle of the Atlantic, on 
which that strategy so largely 
depends, continued to favor the 
Allies in increasing measure. Even 
Berlin admitted that sinkings by 
U-boats had fallen off—it claimed 
only the comparatively amall total 
of 227,000 tons for the first three 
weeks in May—but offered the ex- 
cuse that few Allied ships were 
abroad in the Atlantic. 

The evidence, however, was that 
a heavy flow of the war power of 
the United States across the 
Atlantic continued. Churchill told 
Congress that the last three months 
and particularly the last three 
weeks had yielded record results 
in the killings of U-boatsa. He ex- 
pressed his “good and sober con- 
fidence” that the submarine menace 
would be overcome, 

The pre-invasion pounding of the 
Axia from the air was especially 
severe in the south, where Ameri- 
can and British bombers from 
North African bases set about 
tearing the air cover off Italy and 
the islands that may be the step- 
ping stones for the coming attack. 

During the latter part of the 
week Allied planes, with American 
Fortresses and Liberators, medium 
bombers and fighters taking the 
leading part, heavily punished air 
fields on Sardinia, Sicily, Southern 
Italy and even at Grosseto, 00 
miles north of Rome. A three-day 
toll of at least 285 Axis planes 
knocked out of the air or destroyed 
on the ground was recorded as the 
Allies moved their air superiority 
across the Mediterranean to the 
enemy's own territory. 

Power in Africa. 

More and more this looked like 
the prelude to invasion. At least 
six Allied armies remained poised 
around the southern and eastern 
rim of the Mediterranean and 
Hitler faced the necessity of being 
ready to meet any or all of them 
at any time and any place along 
the European under belly. 

Germany was getting it too, al- 
though the great fleets of the 
R. A. F's heavy bombers remained 
grounded throughout a week of a 
“bomber’s moon.” This gave rise 
to suggestions that something on a 
greater acale than ever before was 
in preparatoin for the already 
heavily mauled Reich.

NAVY SAYS RADAR | 
WAS DEVELOPED BY 
2 OF ITS SCIENTISTS 


Credit for Discovery. Is Given 
to Dr, A. Hoyt Taylor 
and Leo C, Young. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
The Navy said today that two of 
its research scientists, Dr. A. Hoyt 
Taylor and Leo C. Young, discov- 
ered the principle of Radar, the 
radio detecting-and-ranging sye- 
tem, in 1922 and were responsible 
for ita application to warfare. 

Today's announcement was the 
first time any of this nation’s 
armed services have mentioned the 
names of individuals connected 
with the development of the 
enemy-locator system about which 
tight secrecy was maintained until 
a joint Navy-Army disoussion of 
the syatem a few weeks ago. 

Taylor and Young, while work- 
ing in the naval aircraft radio 
laboratory at nearby Anacostia in 
mid-September, 1922, discovered 
that radio signals were reflected 
when they encountered passing ob-

ENDS, RESEARCH GROUP FINDS 


Book Published by Twentieth Century Fund 


Asserts Full Use of Man Power and Ma- 


chines Is Impossible for Any Country Act- 


ing Alone—Discusses Possibilities. 


By GARETH MUCHMORE 


NEW YORK, .May 22 (AP) 


POSTWAR world in which the United States will be the financial 
and production leader, possessing more power than any nation 
in history, is foreseen by the Twentieth Century Fund in a sur- 

wey of wartime economic developments. 
The fund, a private research body endowed by the late Edward A. 
Filene of Boston, has outlined the prospects in a volume, “Wartime 


Facts and Postwar Problems,” which has as its purpose: 


“To assist 


the people of the United States to come to grips with the problems 


ef the postwar period.” 

“If the war ends within a couple 
ef years,” the book points out, 
“without serious bombings in ‘his | 
country we shall have a produc- 
tive plant and human and natural 
resources far greater than any na- 
tion has ever possessed. 

“Especially if we can continue a 
high level of production and em- 
ployment, we shall be able to loan 
funds on a vast scale to other 
nations, and our voice will be list- 
ered to with great respect when 
plans are made for joint action to 
meet the problems of the peace.” 
' The book was edited by Evans 
Ciark, director of the fund. It 
dovetails with the series Econo- 
mist Stuart Chase has under way 
for the fund. Contributors were 
Margaret R. Taylor Carter, George 
B. Galloway and A. B. Handler. 

Goal That Appeals to All. 

In it the fund points out: 

“The full use of our man power 
and machines is a goal that ap- 
peails to us all; to workers, be- 
cause of the full-time wages it 
brings; to business men, because 
of the net incomes that constant, 
high turnover guarantees; to in- 
vestors, because larger profits 
and opportunities for new invest- 
ment come with good times; to 
government officials, because of 
the greater ease in getting money 
for public services; to consumers 
generally—and that means all of 
us—because it brings higher stand- 
ards of living for everyone. 

“But many problems stand be- 
tween us and this goal.” 

Contrasting the theories of those 
who wish another return to -“nor- 
malcy” such as followed the first 
world war and of those who feel 
rigid state control should be ex- 
ercised, it comments: 

“It is to be hoped, however, that 
the American people will realize 
that a third possibility exists; a 
judicious and practical mixture of 
free enterprise and government 
action that will give a common 
ground over which the extremists 
on both sides can go forward to- 
gether to greater national achieve- 
ment.” 

Indicating the goals desired 
would be unobtainable by a na- 
tion acting alone, emphasis is 
given the United States’ postwar 
international relations. 

Lend-Lease as Foundation. 

“When the war ends,” the study 
gays, “the old prewar foreign- 
trade structure will have fallen to 
pieces... foreign trade carried 
on by private enterprise for its 
own account will have practically 
ceased to exist in the United Na- 
tions group. .. . whether eco- 
nomic nationalism or collaboration 
is to be the choice largely de 
pends, of course, on whether or 
not isolationism or world organi- 
zation dominates the political de 
sign of the postwar world.” 

The book points out that the 
groundwork for postwar economic 
collaboration was laid in the 
master lend-lease agreement, ex- 
presses a belief that United Na- 
tions principles imply United 
States participation as a “full- 
fledged partner in some kind of 
world organization to keep the 
peace,” and adds: 

“Certainly freedom to indulge in 
another era of economic national- 
ism and so-called ‘self-sufficiency’ 
would only lead again to armed 
conflict.” 

Immediate Economic Problems. 

It finds: “the most immediate of 
the economic problems to be faced 
by the victorious United Nations 
will be the relief and rehabilita- 
tion of Europe and the Far East. 
The co-operation achieved in this 
effort may well measure the suc- 
cesss of more permanent schemes 
of international economic organi- 
gation.” 

On the home front, the fund 
calls government- business under- 
standing one of the most important 
problems. “To meet the demands 
of war the United States govern- 
ment has, in less than two years, 
become the biggest business con- 
eern in all of history.” 

Reconversion of plants and man 
power to peace goods is listed as 
the greatest single immediate prob- 
lem industry and business will face, 
followed by decisions as to war- 
time controls, government-owned 
eurplus commodities and goods, 
raw material resources depleted 
by war, and new products and 


Using Excess Federa] Supplies. 

Controlled disposal of excess sup- 
plies held by the government, the 
book comments, might be used as 
an instrument to stabilize postwar 
markets and help prevent run- 
away inflation. 

In transportation, the survey 
finds railroads, airlines, motor 
transport, barge routes, pipelines 
and a revitalized merchant marine 
all will struggle to keep the high 
rate of operations they are enjoy- 
ing with the war. The report of 
the National Resources Board 
Committee headed by Owen D., 
Young, chairman of General Elec- 
tric Co., the fund points out, pro- 
poses a national transportation 
agency to co-ordinate these facili- 
ties. 


The study expects a more in- 


timate relationship between gov- 
ernment and banking, and adds: 

‘any program for the full and ex- 
panding use of our plant and re- 
sources after the war depends 
largely on whether the necessary 
funds can be made available to 
finance it.” 

Emergency Ald by Government, 

The survey finds “most Amert- 
cans seem to believe that private 
enterprise and initiative should be 
allowed—and encouraged—to run 
our economic life as far as pos- 
sible; but that, when private inter- 
ests fail, some agency of the Gov- 
ernment should do the job.” 

The fund sees a need for ef- 
fective agricultural controls after 
the war. An immediate effect of 
the war’s end, it says, will be a 
sharp rise in demand from starv- 
ing nations for foodstuffs; our 
output will rise and create sur- 
pluses as war-torn lands are 
brought back into Europe’s food 
service, 

“The first and most transcend- 
ent (labor) problem of the imme- 
diate postwar period will, of 
course, be the demobilization of 
the vast hordes of men and wo- 
men we have recruited to fight 
the war and to supply those who 
have done the fighting,” the fund 
says, 

Complicating it, the fund be- 
lieves, will be questions resulting 
from labor migration, women in 
industry, the wartime rises in la- 
bor’s pay and output per man, the 
increase in union memberships, 
and Government’s “unprecedented 
power” in the field. 

The growth of worker-manage- 
ment committees is seen as a signi- 
ficant wartime development which 
might help iron out some of the 
postwar problems. 

of Public Works. 
A partial answer to some of 
these questions may come from a 
resumption of public works pro- 
grams, the fund believes. 
“At all events any program for 
postwar America will undoubtedly 
have two purposes: (1) To build 
those public works which are 
necessary in themselves and (2) 
to build, in addition and when 
needed, those that can best combat 
depression and serve the public 
at the same time.” 
Housing will be another outlet 
for labor and materials since: “To 
replace our worst substandard 
dwelling units and to care for the 
increase in families, we shall prob- 
ably need a building program for 
the next decade of more than one 
million dwelling units a year in 
towns and cities, In rural America 
we need a rural housing program 
of around four billion dollars.” 
- Health, education and economic 
security all will demand attention 
in the postwar world, the survey 
finds. Here, too, the question of 
Government’s participation in fields 
which have been to a considerable 
extent in the hands of local or 
private groups is a question to be 
decided.

When 
he broke with Philip Murray last 
year, and decided to oust him as 
vice-president, only one man on 
the executive board, Pat Fagan 
of Pittsburgh's district 5, dared 
to vote for the popular Murray, and 
soon afterwards the popular Fagan 
was voted out of his own job in 
favor of a Lewis choice named 
Busarello. Not since 1926 has .y- 
one opposed the big boss for Presi- 
dent, and there is evidence that 
on that occasion Lewis stole the 
election from John Brophy, his op- 
ponent. Since then all opposition 
has either been crushed, bought, 
flattered or scared into abject 
silence. 


Strange, Striking Personality. 


Lewis is a strange and striking 
personality, one of the strangest 


{and most striking in America. 


Son of a Welsh miner, he was 
born on Lincoln’s birthday in 1880 
and went to work in the mines at 
the age of 12. By the time he 
was 26 he had pushed himself to 
the front by his own intellectual 
force, speaking ability, imposing 
figure and a certain flair for 
dramatizing John L. Lewis. He 
once made the classic remark, “He 
that tooteth not his own horn, the 
same shall not be tooted.” Also: 
“Running a big labor organization 
is 98 per cent showmanship.” Both 
traits are part of the Lewis 
formula for success, 

It wasn’t long before Sam 
Gompers, a dynamic little Jewish 
cigar-maker who was then head 
of the AFL, discovered Lewis, put 
him to work, and pushed him 
along. By the time he was 40, 
Lewis had worked his way to the 
top of the miners’ union, which 
in those days was a very demo- 
cratic outfit, full of stormy debate. 
Young and cocky, Lewis decided 
to run against Gompers the fol- 
lowing year, 1921, but he was so 
badly beaten and made so many 
enemies in the attempt that when 
Gompers died in 1924 and the boys 
were figuring his successor on the 
train as they returned from the 
funeral (sic), it was William 
Green, miners’ secretary-treasurer, 
that Lewis and Big Bill Hutche- 
son agreed on for the next presi- 
dent. Obviously Lewis thought he 
would be able to control the gentle 
Green, but the latter slipped away 
from him and lined up with 
“Hutch” and the craft union 
crowd. It is remarkable, in fact, 
how many Lewis lieutenants have 
turned against him once they got 
their hands on an independent 
source of income, Witness Green, 
Murray, Van Bittner, Clint 
Golden, Allan Haywood, John 
Brophy and Powers Hapgood, just 
to mention the more prominent. 


“Old Mother Green.” 
Later Lewis was to refer to his 
former \secretary as “old mother 
Green,” and during the fight over 
CIO in 1935, he got off the follow- 
ing gem: “Alas, poor Green, I 
knew him well. He wishes me to 
oin in fluttering procrastination 
the while intoning ‘O tempora, O 
mores.’” Anyone can see Lewis 
has read a lot of Shakespeare, and 
it is also said that he has been a 
heavy reader of the Bible, but 
other than the literary style there 
is little evidence of it in his pub- 
lic utterance and action. Without 
the shadow of a doubt, however, 
the mine leader is the most force- 
ful, colorful phrase-maker of any 
American in public life today and 
second only to Churchill in his 
ability to roll out the Ciceronian 
periods in a rich, stentorian bass. 

‘This is the man whom former 
associates have described ag hav- 
ing an insatiable “lust for power.” 
Once in a conversation with 
Roosevelt back in 1939, when they 
were still talking, Lewis pointed 
out that as the two most prom- 
inent men in the country, he and 
the President would make an un- 
beatable ticket in the 1940 elec- 
tions. Roosevelt is reported to 
have replied, “Which place will 
you take, John?” Certainly the 
hardest blow in the man’s life was 
the day he had to resign as CIO 
president to fulfill the promise that 
he would do so if Willkie was not 


elected. Some say that so great 
’ 


is his self-esteem that he actually 
felt certain that his dramatic ast- 
minute support of Willkie would 
swing the election to the Repub- 
lican. In a sense the current 
trouble goes back to that day, The 
prestige and actual power that 
Lewis lost by turning against 
Roosevelt is the prestige and pow- 
er. that he is trying now with 
might and main to wring out of 
the miners’ plight and America’s 
extremity, It is the big stake that 
Lewis is plunging for in one last 
gamble with destiny. 
He Can’t Possibly Win. 

And the strange and tragic part 
of it all is that no matter what 
happens, he can’t possibly win, He 
can’t win because outside of the 
miners, his own henchmen, and 
a few other rank-and-filers who 
still love him for his past, the 
man has no friends—no friends 
and no place to go, Certainly 
not the Republican party, al- 
though he voted his ticket faith- 
fully in 1924, '28 and ’32, as well 
as '40. For who can picture the 
party of big business pressing that 
shaggy and carnivorous bear to its 
well-tailored bosom? Give the 
devil his due! He was a great 
and formidable fighter in those 
days of 1936-38 when he was 
storming across America, rolling 
out the invective, and throwing 
the holy fear of God into every 
big-shot employer who thought he 
could go on indefinitely collecting 
his bonuses, clipping his coupons, 
and bleeding the hearts out of 
American workers. The CIO, or 
what it meant, would have come 
somehow, but as PM's James 
Wechsler has so truly said, it was 
Lewis who furnished the words 
and music. 

But though John L. has few in- 
fluential friends left, he does find 
himself with a great many influ- 
ential supporters on both sides of 
the labor movement. The reason 
is simple: Labor has been caught 
in a squeeze-play between frozen 
wages and unfrozen, rising prices. 
Lewis is the spearhead of the 


freeze wages. Few seem to have 
bothered to think what sheer an- 
archy and disaster unfreezing 
wages would produce in the whole 
business of inflation control. Few 
seem to have realized that the 
only sensible place to put pres- 
sure is on the job of stopping and 
rolling back prices, 


None of Real Questions Met. 


There can be no question of the 
justice of a coal strike or of the 
Government’s right and duty to 
break any attempt to sabotage 
America’s war effort. The walk- 
out on May 1 and the potential 
walkout on May 19 (Editor's 
note: Now May 31 as explained 
in previous note) answer virtual- 
ly none of the conditions of a just 
strike: (1) The major demand, for 
a substantial increase, though 
sound in strict justice, is neither 
sound nor justified in the light of 
its effect on the economy of a na- 
tion at war. (2) By ignoring the 
War Labor Board and defying its 
authority, Lewis has flagrantly 
failed to exhaust all peaceful 
means to win justice for the 
miners. (He has referred to the 
board and its chairman as follows: 
“If I had a yellow dog, I would 
hate to have its standard of living 
fixed by this man Davis and the 
men who are doing his dirty work 
on the War Labor Board.”) (3) 
There can be absolutely no com- 
parison between the possible good 
to be gained by such a strike and 
the unavoidable evil it would and 
already has produced for labor, 
America and the whole Allied 
cause, 


Two Basic Requirements, 


For a just and peaceful solution 
of the present coal crisis, it seems 
to us that two basic things are 
necessary. First, the whole nation 
—that is, Federal, state and local 
authorities, plus private organiza- 
tions and individuals—must throw 
all its weight into an effective, de- 
termined effort to stop and roll 
back prices. It is shameful that 
on May 9 the OPA was still mak- 
ing plans for a “real enforcement” 
of price ceilings. Part of the fault 
for this must undoubtedly go to 
President Roosevelt and his OPA 
chief, Prentiss Brown, but if you're 
handing out slices of blame, please 
pass the lion’s slice to an anti- 
Roosevelt Congress that first axed 
Leon Henderson, a man who 
showed he could do an effective 
job, then gave OPA enough money 
for only half the personne] it needs, 
and is now holding back on the 
type of subsidies and farm loans 
that are necessary and that were 
so successful in solving England's 
price problem. 

Second, the WLB (whose! au- 
thority in this dispute the Presi- 
dent has very wisely upheld, but 
which he had previously weakened 
by withdrawing its power to cor- 
rect wage “inequities”), the mine 
operators and the Government gen- 
erally must give absolute assur- 
ance to tHe miners that they ap- 
preciate their problems and are 
going to solve those problems 
either now or after the war. If 
possible, the miners should get 
now a guaranteed annual wage for 
the duration, elimination of 
charges for equipment and all 
avoidable dangers. We don’t know 
half enough about it to say that 
only Federal ownership and opera- 
tion of the coal industry can 
straighten out a tangled mess, but 
we certainly think that this pos- 
sibility should be thoroughly ex- 
plored. And before anyone yells 
“socialism” we suggest he consult 
Quadragesimo Anno on the right 
of the state to take over property 
that cannot be left in private hands 
without a serious threat to public 
safety. 

Third Requirement,

ment for a just solution of the 
coal crisis: that John L. Lewis get 
down off that mettlesome high

the University of Illinois, and de- 
veloped by the General Electric Co. 
We started the war with one 
type of electron microscope, and 
now havethree, These instruments, 
with magnifications from 25,000 
diameters up to possibly .00,000, 
will surely, although slowly, clear 
up much of the minute structure 
of diseases. Possibly some of the 
unsolved causes of disease may be- 
come clearer, 
Homes of the Future. 

The homes of the future, which 
millions saw at the Century of 
Progress and at the New York 
World's Fair, are still far from the 
average man’s reach. They can 
be built, and the war is multiply- 
ing materials which may enhance 
this dream home, but the industry 
to handle them on a large scale 
has not been set up. Low costs 
must wait until there is a large 
body of skilled workmen to handle 
the materials, 

But war inventions are supply- 
ing new short cuts. One, for ex- 
ample, developed for military can- 
tonments, is cheap, cardboard 
forms for concrete construction 
molds. 

Among the new war materials 
which will be useful for the post- 
war house are plywood plastics, 
and light, strong metal alloys. 
Both are prospects for the pre- 
dicted movable walls. There are 
new insulating materials, like bub- 
blefil, milkweed floss and possibly 
foam glass, lighter weight prefa- 
bricated sections which two work- 
men might install, large plastic 
units, more types of composition 
board, fire-resistant woods, syn- 
thetic finishes. 

Dr. Charles M. A. Stine, du 
Pont’s adviser on research and de- 
velopments, suggests stainless steel 
shingles, to last as long as a house, 
and with no maintenance, Stain- 
less steel at present costs about 
50 cents a pound, after fabrication. 
The better grades of wooden shin- 
gles cost about 7 cents a square 
foot, 

New Lighting Devices. 


One of the first postwar housing 
improvements is likely to be new 
schemes of illumination, Translu- 
cent plastics and new types of 
glass point to luminescent panels, 
pillars and walls. Also to walls 
that admit outdoor light. The war 
is piling up new forms of electric 
lamps, some of which may be use- 
ful to apartment dwellers and 
householders. In a single year 20 
such electric lamps were developed 
for war planes. 

Electric tubes that turn on the 
house lights as darkness ap- 
proaches are possibilities. 

The war is making luminous 
paints and dyes, some of them still 
military secrets. Their colors are 
brighter, livelier and often of rare 
beauty. Even the daylight which 
comes in windows on a cloudy day 
causes some of them to glow 
richly. 

Glass will become available in 
new types. There will be selective 
glass, transmitting only ‘certain 
chosen rays out of all the thou- 
sands which make daylight and 
heat. Both new decorative effects 
and new uses are promised. 

Dr. Alexander Silverman of the 
University of Pittsburgh, in a re- 


port to the American Ceramics So- 

ciety, writes: “In the House of To- 
morrow at the New York World's 
Fair, sliding glass partitions con- 
verted one room into two, and two 
into pne. These partitions in the 
new house of tomorrow may serve 
more than the purpose for which 
they were intended in 1938. 

“They may consist of polarizing 
plates, which will cross one an- 
other in a double wall construc- 
tion, and produce opaque partitions 
between the rooms. By sliding one 
of the two partitions of the double 
wall back and forth, light or dark- 
ness will result.” 

Dr, Silverman lists many other 
possibilities. Colored or black 
glass panels can serve as heating 
elements. Porous glass may be 
used in place of wall plaster. Air 
can be made dust-free by passage 
through glass wool filters. Glass 
foot-warmers or hassocks can be 
distributed at will. There will be 
aluminized mirrors for reflecting 
sun-tan rays. Etched glass will 
eliminate reflected glare without 
reducing the light. 

Glass Wool Insulation. 

Glass wool, for insulation, which 
originally weighed four pounds a 
cubic food, has been reduced to 
only half a pound. Four inches of 
this wool, Dr. Silverman says, is 
reputed to have the heat-insulating 
value of a 14-foot concrete wall, 

Certain kinds of glass become 
hot when exposed to infra-red 
rays, and he says: “We may cook 
the evening meal of the future in 
glass dishes by radiation from 
above with lamps that will replace 
the gas flame or the electric hot 
plate.” 

It is known, he says, that some 
molds cannot grow in light of cer- 
tain colors. This principle might 
be applied to glass containers to 
control food spoilage. He visions 
an infant’s nursing bottle of two 
kinds of glass. The lower half 
would absorb infra-red to heat the 
milk. The upper part would be 
ultra-violet transmitting glass to 
sterilize the meal. 

Future streamliner trains and 
ocean steamships may use the 
three-inch thick laminated glass of 
today’s warplanes to form lounge 
rooms with all-around seeing. 

Coming “Age of Physics.” 

The coming period has been 
called the Age of Physics, in con- 
trast to the last war interim, 
which was America’s Age of Chem- 
istry, The comparison is mislead- 
ing. When World War I started 
America had 528 chemists in the 
coal tar industry and not many 
more outside. Today American 
chemists number more than 40,000. 

American physicists number 
about 7500, nearly all of them in 
war work. 

The two professions are no more 
separable than the hen and the 
egg. The chemists translate the 
physicists’ discoveries into every- 
day utilities. Together their dis- 
coveries are valuable for all other 
branches of science and industry. 

By the end of this year, science 
and industry will have more than 
1,000,000 tons of aluminum annu- 
ally, and that is 10 times more than 
they had to work with in 1938. 
They will have an annual steel 
capacity of nearly 90,000,000 tons, 


which is more steel] than the com- 


bined Axis powers can make. They 
will have a magnesium industry 

so large that the price of the metal 
is around 20 cents a pound, com- 
pared to $5 in 1915. They may pro- 
duce beryllium cheaply, and when 
that happens nickel and copper can 
be made stronger by adding a little 
of this now rare mineral. 

Ammonia for Fertilizers. 

sor agriculture, chemistry offers 
a new version of beating swords 
into plowsha@res. This is to change 
ammonia of explosives into fer- 
tilizer. So much ammonia is be 
ing produced by high pressure 
synthesis that Dr. Stine says its 
conversion to fertilizer would be 
like adding a new continent to ag- 
riculture. 

Olive oil and cocoa butter sub- 
stitutes made from American farm 
crops have been perfected. Oils 
that formerly came from the trop- 
ics are now made from domestic 
plants. 

Neglected varieties of corn and 
grain are filling in wartime needs 
for starches, adhesives and food 
like tapioca which may continue 
profitable after the war. 

Sweet potatoes are about to be- 
come a staple stock feed. Grain 
can make just as good butadiene 
as petroleum, and so can potatoes 
if the economic situation becomes 
inviting. 

Dehydrated Foods. 

Dehydrated foods and compressed 
foods palatable enough to market 
are postwar prospects, although 
not yet certainties. A significant 
sign is the research by nationally 
known food processors not only 
for emergency dehydration for the 
military forces, but to find new 
processes they can market after 
the war. 

Chemists are beginning to find 
antioxidants which are a good 
start toward preserving the fresh 
flavors whose loss hampers de 
hydration. 

Tom Miller, vice-president of the 
Package Machinery Co. of Spring- 
field, Mass., predicts that pack- 
aged fruit bars will be added to 
the candy shelves. 

There is promise of cheap air 
conditioning for small homes. 

Synthetic sapphires and rubies 
appear likely for jewel bearings. 

Dustless dusters are a real pros- 
pect. They produce electrical 
fields which pick up dust like a 
magnet gathering bits of metal. 
The Westinghouse Co. has used 
this principle to filter the air of 
rooms and to separate valuable 
ore from dross after a mineral 
has been crushed to dust. 

Infra-Red Developments. 

The Army is using infra-red 
flash bulbs to take photos of 
things which cannot be seen at 
night. 

Radio television in colors is 
talked of for the housewife to 
order her groceries, meats and 
vegetables over a phone in which 
she can see the goods on the 
dealer’s shelves. 

There is a promise of a postwar 
music growing out of the present 
spread of music for war workers 
on the job. This music may de 
velop rhythms that will become 
commonplace in daily work. 

There is no end to the new 
realities or to the possibilities of

HOLLYWOOD, May 22. 

RVING BERLIN comes on the set of “This is the Army” 
Joven day and watches. Of course, he is interested in the 
picture version of his show, but he is also fascinated by Di- 
rector Mike Curtiz.

It was.a big and difficult scene, and Director Curtiz 
said to the assistant director: “You know, this is something 
that would be a problem for a genius. It is even tough for me.” 

“There's one,” said Berlin, after he had laughed. “A gen- 
uine Curtizism. I heard it myself.” ’ 

Berlin watches and gives some suggestions. Finally, the 
number is filmed and Berlin leaves the set, very satisfied. It 
is then that Curtiz talks about Berlin. He says, “That Irving 
Berlin makes me very modest. He makes me realize that I'm 
not the only genius in Hollywood.”

LASCASSAS, Tenn., May 22. 


MMA SMITH is a big, smiling 

Negro woman who has been 

working for our folks off and 
on for 30 years now, and, to my 
best knowledge, her first failure 
at making a cake happened just 
the other day. 


* Emma was baking at her home 
on Oregon lane, near here, and the 
cake had reached that critical 
stage when she always makes the 
children stop romping through the 
house. There came suddenly a 
shattering explosion that shook her 
kitchen. The cake fell flat. 


And so, Emma was informed 
that the United States’ Second 
Army had begun its summer ma- 
neuvers in Middle Tennessee. 


The explosion came from a can- 
non of some sort that the Army 
had concealed in the cedars that 
fringe the clearing where Emma 
lives with her husband, Richard, 
and their aggregation of children 
and grand-children. Among the 
cedars Jurked men in _ bucket- 
shaped helmets and greenish-khaki 
coverall battle dress—the first sol- 
diers that have come to our part 
of the country since the War Be- 
tween the States. 

Down on the Big Road the peo- 
ple who live in the old white- 
painted houses with green blinds 
were watching the coming of the 
Army with something of the same 
misgivings of Emma, when she 
saw her cake fall. Hundreds of 
tanks were passing along the Big 
Road with the finesse of a buffalo 
stampede and a noise that sounded 
like the Day of Judgment. 

At our place, the chickens, which 
had been out since sunup, viewed 
the big parade and heard its noise 
in great alarm. By 9 a. m. they 
had all withdrawn to their house, 
except for one curious old hen, 
who walked down to the roadside 
for a better view. Finally, even 
she was overcome by the enormity 
of it all, and hid behind the well 
house. 

It was the first time our chick- 
ens had behaved this way since the 
big eclipse of the sun about 20 
years ago.

EXT day the Army situated a 
N howitzer back of our hen house, 
and began firing toward the 
road at the passing jeeps and tanks 
of the opposition. A number of ma- 


’ chine guns were established behind 


our chicken coops. The roar of 
the big gun caused the older chick- 
ens to forsake the hen house, and 
make for the tall timber. Our egg 
production has not been the same 
since. The stuttering machine gun 
fire from the region of the chicken 
coops caused mother hens to hustle 
their biddies into weed patches. 
My folks haven’t been able to get 
them all home even yet. 

Out in the pasture, the milch 
cows watched the coming of the 
Army with seeming calm for a 
short while. Then they raised 
their tails and ran blindly about 
the lot. They didn’t give their cus- 
tomary amount of milk that night. 

Even our old bull, who had 
never before evidenced fear of man 
or beast, betook himself to the 
most remote corner of hig lot, and 
concealed himself there in a grove 
of maples. 


One old lady who was doing » 


“practical nursing” for the fam- 
ily of a local store keeper hid 
under her patient’s bed. Finally 
somebody coaxed her out. She 
went timidly to a window and 
peered out at the passing motor- 
ized equipment, 

“Which side is that going by 
now?” she wanted to know. “Are 
they the Americans or the Ger- 
mans?” 

War coming to Lascassas does 
not make sense to’the few of us 
who happened to derive from that 
community. Lascassas is located 
about 10 miles from Murfreesboro, 
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The Cakes Fall as Guns Boom, the Hens Won't Lay, 
the Bull Hides in the Maples and All the Country Boys 
Are Military Experts 


which is 32 miles southeast* of 
Nashville, There ig no highway 
through our section, but a winding 
country road that wraps around 
every farmer’s fields. There are 
no filling stations or roadside 
signs or hot dog and beer stands 
that — until rationing, at least — 
decorated the ordinary highway. 


Lascassas was a place where the 
peace and quiet was interrupted 
only by the occasional pant of a 
steam engine pulling a threshing 
machine on a mid-summer day, or 
the call of the owl and the whip- 
poorwill on spring nights, or the 
eerie cry of the red fox in the 
woods across the road on autumn 
evenings, or, maybe, a Negro sing- 


ing an un-named song at late night. 


as he walked along some forgot- 
ten path on his way home from a 
crap game down by the Big Spring.

OW the evening quiet is dis- 
N turbea by the grinding rumble 

of tanks and the clashing gears 
of Army trucks that move like 
shadowy monsters along the lone- 
some roads, 

The country people get out of 
their beds and watch them pass in 
dim-blue blackout. Somehow it 
seems to remind them of tales that 
old Negro women used to tell in 
their chimney corners on cold 
winter nights about ghosts that 
are supposed to haunt those roads 
from the days of slavery and the 
old Ku Klux Klan. , 

It used to be that a flock of buz- 
zards circling in the blue were the 
only living objects in the Lascassas 
sky. The buzzards aren’t there 
much any more, They’ve been 
frightened away by the thunder of 
four-motored Army bombers that 
drone from sunup to sundown. 
Two, three, four, six, a dozen of 
them may be seen now at any time 
of day. And it hasn’t been long 
ago that the mere sight of an air- 
plane of any sort became a con- 
versational topic in our community 
for months. 

Several years ago when there 
was only talk of war, we used to 
say we'd go back to Lascassas 
when the bombing started, because 
Lascassas was the last place that 
war would come. It seems we were 
wrong. 

Of course, it’s not real war, but 
only because they’re not firing live 


ammunition. All the rest of the 
war equipment is there—big guns, 
tanks, jeeps, trucks, airplanes and 
machine guns, manned by tens of 
thousands of Second Army troops, 
who swarm over the countryside. 
Lascassas and other sections of 
Middle Tennessee are expected to 
be the permanent maneuver area 
of the Second Army for the next 
five years, Our section has been 
chosen because the varied terrain— 
hills, flat lands, streams and some 
sizeable ‘mountains—provide the 
Army with all the typographical 
obstacles they need in testing 
equipment and training men. 


Until recently, the only fox holes 
in our part of the world were dug 
by bonafide foxes. Now, the sol- 
diers have made more than all 
of our foxes have been able to dig 
in the past hundred years. They 
call them fox holes, but they look 
more like bear holes, ranging from 
four to five feet deep and from 
three to six feet in diameter. 


In a field of high grass they’re 
hard to see sometimes, and they 
often cause grief to the plow 
hands, “If the mule don’t fall in, 
the plow does,” one farmer pointed 
out. 


The farmers’ greatest grief from 
the Army is in the matter of 
fences. The other day a tank, en- 
gaged in a skirmish, demolished 
the picket fence around our or- 
chard, which had been built by my 
grandfather some 70 years ago 
just after he’d inherited the farm. 

Twelve tanks came charging out 
of the woods in front of our house 
another day, making for the Big 
Road. My father thought maybe 
the first tank would go through 
his fence and make an opening, 
through which the other eleven 
would follow. He was optimistic. 
The tanks left 12 holes. 


“Well,” mused my father. “I 
guess they’re like the man who 
had eight cats and eight holes cut 
for them at the bottom of the 
door, When they say ‘Scat’, they 
mean ‘Scat!’” 

Chiggers and ticks inhabit the 
grass and bushes, and give our 
folks an awful biting every year 
at blackberry picking time. We 
have learned how to combat these 
creatures—in a way. The soldiers 
haven’t learned yet. 

The “Red Army” has been main-

taining a “prisoners’ camp” for 
“Blue Army” soldiers in the woods 
lot across the road from our house. 
Recently, several “Blue prisoners” 
were talking with one of our hired 
men, 


They were boys from some of 
the larger cities in the North- 
east, and they told him proudly 
they’d found a comfortable place 
to sleep. They pointed out sev- 
eral low-built houses with floors 
padded with straw and loose dirt. 
These were abandoned pig stys, 
but the city boys didn’t know 
that. 


Our hired man shook his head 
in sympathy. He knew what was 
coming. And, sure enough, in a 
couple of days the Medical Corps 
was summoned to the “prisoners’ 
camp.” All the soldiers reported 
they were sick. 


The medics found the soldiers 
so full of ticks that some of them 
had to be sent from the maneuver 
area to hospitals. 
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OWN at the general merchan- 
[cise stores in Lascassas the old 

gentlemen who sit around the 
stove in winter time and spit in 
the sawdust, and move to the 
front of the store in summer to 
be nearer the breeze and cracker 
barrels have changed their topic 
of conversation since the Army 
came. 


They used to talk politics, 
county, state and national. Now 
the subject is military tactics. We 
have developed more military au- 
thorities in the past several weeks 
around Lascassas than Prussian 
militarism has been able to send 
forth since the days of the Kaiser. 


The country storekeepers observe 
the passing Army parade with sad 
eyes. When the soldiers have com- 
pleted a military problem for the 
week, they are allowed to stop by 
the stores and purchase whatever 
there is to be bought. The soldiers, 
tired of field rations, want pop, 
candy, cakes and canned meats. 


Rationing has virtually stripped 
the stores of these delicacies, and 
the store owners have to sit by 
and watch bigger business than 
they ever dreamed of stream by 
unserved. 


Even in Murfreesboro, the capi- 
tal for our section, the soldiers 
have thrown all normal business out 
of step. One Saturday night recent- 
ly a small restaurant sold 3000 bot- 
tles of beer. It was not good beer, 
because rationing has prevented 
the distributers from supplying the 
retailers with the krands they gen- 
erally sell. So, the beer distribu- 
ters charter trucks to Chicago and 
import a number of off-brand beers 
that were originated by Al Capone 
in his oid beer baron days. The 
local citizenry can’t stand the stuff 
but the Army laps it up. 

Our county is dry—in a liquor 
way. It has been raining and cold 
a part of the time since the maneu- 
vers started. A sizeable group of 
soldiers, encamped on a farm near 
our place, got tired of the weather 
and sent representatives to the 
farmer asking if he knew where 
they could get some whisky. 

The farmer said no. He pointed 
out that sugar rationing had about 
eliminiated the local manufacture 
of corn spirits and that there were 
no legal liquor stores in the county. 
The soldiers then went to see the 
farmer’s Negro hired hand. The 
Negro didn’t know where to pur- 
chase liquor either but he got a 
bright idea. o 

Equipping himself with two large 
empty suitcases he set out by bus 
for Nashville, where liquor may be 


purchased legally, but in the 
amount of only one quart to each 
customer, The Negro visited most 
of the liquor stores in the city, and 
came home with his suitcases 
bulging. ; 

He bought the liquor for $1.65 
per pint, and sold it to the soldiers 


at $5 per pint. He repeated his — 


trips to Nashville during the next 
10 days while the soldiers were 
camped on the place, and is now 
reported to be considering retiring 


from farming and living on his 


profits. 

The residents of our section have 
found the soldiers anxious for 
country cooking, but the boys from 
the North and East are amazed at 
some of the Southern dishes, like, 
for example, grits and cornbread, 
polk salad and side meat. 

The soldiers like eggs better 
than anything else, but sometimes 
they have trouble getting eggs be- 
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Down on Rocky Creek 
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cause of the reduced production 
from gun shy hens. Most of them 
are anxious to pay for their meals, 
but generally the country people 
say they do not charge the Army 
for food. Often the soldiers slip 
dollar bills under their plates when 
the meal is over. 

All this is against regulations 
when the troops are in action. 
They are supposed to have only 
their field rations, and they must 
eat their country food on the sly. 
This is giving the men some of 
their best training in concealing 
themselves from the enemy — the 
enemy in this case being their of- 
ficers who are constantly on the 
lookout for enlisted men at a 
farmer’s dinner table. 

The last-¢ime before the maneu- 
vers that our folks had anything 
to do with feeding soldiers was 
back in ’67 when a regiment of 
Yankee infantry camped on the 
pasture lot next to our house for 
most of one winter. Things were 
simple then, as the soldiers were 
not restricted to field rations. My 
grandfather, who was too young 
to get into the Confederate Army, 
had one of the cooks make hoe- 
cakes every day. He sold them to 
the Yankees, and made enough 
money to buy sufficient sugar to 
last the family the remainder of 
the war.

VERY time I see a sunrise, 

which is not too infrequent- 

ly, I think of an old friend 
in the Ozarks. He lives on a 
little farm away up on the head 
of Rocky Creek in Carter 
County, some 20 miles from the 
railroad. Once he owned a big, 
fertile farm down in Current 
River Valley, but he got caught 
in the 1921 commodity depres- 
sion and lost it, as farmers all 
over America lost their land 
that year. He moved to the 
city and he and his boys got 
jobs in the steel mills. It was 
pretty good pay, too; more 
money in a week than you'd 


see in Carter County-in a good 
many months, I expect. 


But it wasn’t long before they 
got to hankering for’ the 
Ozarks. Finally they remem- 
bered this 40-acre piece of un- 
cleared ground which his wife 
had “heired” some years be- 
fore, and that’s how they hap- 
pened to be living “up on the 
head of Rocky” when I came to 
know them. If was pretty tough 
going the first winter, after the 
cash from the steel mills ran 
out. But they got up a good 
stout cabin, and with a few 
acres cleared were soon doing 
all right. By the second au- 

= tumn there was a cow, a fine 

=. litter of pigs and a flock of lay- 

= ing hens. There was feed for 
the livestock and plenty of gar- 
den truck for the winter. There 
was wild honey and, I wouldn't 
doubt, a quarter of venison in 
the smokehouse. There was no 
belly-aching, either, for help 
from the Government. 
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The old man and I were 
turkey hunting one week in 
December and I asked him out- 
right how it happened that 
they'd left the city where, after 
ail, he and the boys were mak- 
ing good money. That particu- 
lar commodity isn’t easy *o 
come by, in the Ozark back 
country. 


“Well by God, Len, I'll tell 


. 


you,” he said, and it didn’t 
sound profane, “up there in 
Granite City a feller can't never 
see the sunrise.” 


It has been my observation 
that many farmers feel this 
way about the things which go 
with living on the land. They 
like the sunrise and the feel of 
a fresh furrow as it-rolls off the 
moldboard of a plow. Even trac- 
tor farming can’t change that. 
There’s an old fellow I know 


who never misses taking his 
stout stick on a Sunday after- 
noon and trudging over every 
one of his acres, just to have his 
land under his feet. And as 
long as farmers feel that way 
no man-power shortage is going 
to lick them in this war’s battle 
of production, They'll get up a 
little earlier, work a _ little 
harder, plan a little closer. 
Maybe they'll even get together 
with their neighbors, as in the 
old days, and help each other 
out.

There was a time when @ 
farmer spent the winter getting 
out the lumber for a new barn. 
He felled his logs and squared 
them and skidded them to the 
barn site. Then, on a day in 
spring, he called in the neigh- 
bors and they raised that barn 
clean up to the ridgepole. There 
would be a barrel of sharp cider 
or a jug of mountain dew and 
“the women folks brought a bas- 

t supper and the barn raising 
turned into a social event. 


In those days a man wouldn't 
have thought of refusing to help 
out on such an occasion. The 
word “neighbor” had a particu- 
lar meaning. It was someone 
who helped you in the pinches 
and whom you paid back in 
kind when your turn came, 
Maybe the demands which this 
war is making on the farmer 
will bring back the old customs 
and farmers will become neigh- 
bors again. It might do more 
toward solving the farm man- 
power problem than some plans 
I've heard about. 
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Sweet Song of Dice 
Is Heard in England |

HE first American dice. of the summer have made their 
T envearance in England. They followed the first cuckoos 
and nightingales by only a few weeks and already their 
sweet song is to be heard wherever 
our soldiers are billeted. On still 
nights one can hear their soft cry 
of “clickety-click, clickety-click” as 
they hop about on the floor and 
their gentle chirp as they roll and 
bounce on the blankets. 
The dice whose flight to this 
country was sponsored by the 
Army Quartermaster Corps as 
“morale builders” for the soldiers 
arrived some 70,000 strong. This is 
said to be the largest migration of 
dice in history, far exceeding the 
one of 1917 that followed the ar- 
rival of our Expeditionary Force 
in France. An authority on the matter—a top sergeant who 
has been in the Army for 30 years and is stationed here now— 
told me that in all his years of studying dice he had never seen 
any as fine as the ones that have just arrived. 
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THEY ARE PERFECT,” he said. “Absolutely flawless 
examples of what we dice ornithologists call Spotticus Cubeitus. 
Now the ones we had in France in the first war were not s0 
good. Many of them hed the tendency to wobble and you 
could hold them close together and see the difference in size 
and shape. But the ones which have just come in seem td be 
perfectly matched.” 

I asked the Sergeant if I might see a few of them. After all 
I was curious, having never held a Spotticus Cubeitus in my 
hand. Would they have feathers, I asked myself, while the 
Sergeant went to get a pair. Would they bite me? Would 
they make friends easily? The Sergeant came back with 10 
or 12 of them. “These were nesting in my pocket,” he ex- 
plained as he handed them to me. 
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PRETTY THINGS, dice. One was a rich red with white 
spots on its chest, back and wings. Another was green with. 
the same white markings. Another was white with black trim- 
mings. I felt an immediate friendliness for them. I felt the 
urge to cuddle them right in my hand and gently throw them 
on the floor to see if they could walk. I answered the urge 
and dropped them on the floor. They bounced along and for 
gome reason I counted the little spots on their chests. The total 
was seven. 

“A natural hand, a natural hand,” murmured the Sergeant. 
“Could I have used that last night!” 
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I DID’T ASK him what he meant because I learned from 
a long friendship with another .ornithologist, Johnny Kieran, 
that men who study.birds are a race apart and sometimes drift 
into talk that belongs to another world. I did, however, ask the 
Sergeant if he thought the arrival of the dice would be a stimu- 
lant with reservations. Knowing nothing about dice I can’t 
interpret what he said but these were his remarks. 

“They will bring happiness to some and heartbreak to others. 
They will send some into the shadows of despair and lift others 
to the peaks of pure joy. For every snake-eye, there is a seven. 
For every boxcar, there is an eleven.” 

The Sergeant played with the saucy little dice and talked 
to them in a language unfamiliar to me. He spoke of Little 
Joe. He referred to eighter from Decatur. He mentioned some- 
thing that sounded like Big Dick with the walking stick. And,

Too-plump knees often spoil the 
appearance of the legs in short 
skirts, by the absence of that 
shapely tapering line at knee level. 
You just can’t wear brief skirts 
and shorts gracefully if your knees 
are too fat, and this calls for get- 
ting rid of a few superfluous 
pounds. Bringing the weight down 
to normal usually makes such legs 
more attractive. The very thin 
girl has to check up on her weight 
in the other direction, if she wants 
rounded dimpled knees. 


Heaviness at the inner side of 
the knee spoils the graceful knee 
curve, This may be due partly to 
lack of exercise, as well as to fat. 
Riding a bicycle and walking are 
excellent for the knees; walking 
uphill or upstairs is even better, 
for the foot must be lifted and the 
knee and thigh muscles are thus 
exercised, So walk upstairs every 
chance you can get, if you are 
young enough not to get winded. 


Here are two exercises that are 
good for the knees: 


1. Step high: Stand in one spot 
and take brisk high steps, bringing 
the knees up as high as you can. 
Do this three or four times the 
first day and increase gradually to 
10 times for each leg. 


2. Bicycle: If you can’t go in for 
real bicycling, do this exercise ly- 
ing down. Raise both legs high in 
the air and try to lift your hips up 
too, pushing them up with your 
hands. Now move the legs exactly 
as if you were pedaling a bike up- 
side down, Do this for a few mo- 
ments at first, and later increase 
to several minutes. 

Walk correctly and the legs will 
look better, too. Pointing the toes 
outward has the effect of throwing 
the knees closer together, spoiling 
that graceful leg line. So point 
the toes straight ahead, and swing 
the legs in long steps from the 
hips. 
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IT’S TIME TO get outdoors 
and stir ourselves. It’s more fun 
to take exercise outdoors than to 
kick and bend and. stretch in a 
bedroom. And plump girls who are 
reducing need that extra health 
stimulus that outdoor exercise 
gives them. 

Indoor exercises are all right 
when you don’t have the.time or 
opportunity for outdoor exercises, 
and they are useful in correcting 
special figure faulte—but they can

never take the place of games and 
sports and walks in the open. 


Walking or hiking, golf, tennis, 
handball, badminton, swimming, bi- 
cycling and riding. are excellent 
exercise. Games and sports that 
require walking, running, leaping 
or throwing are most naturally 
suited to us, for these simple ac 
tivities are as old as the human 
race. Of all the simple exercises, 
walking is the best for most of us. 
It relieves congestion due to long 
sitting, it deepens the breathing 
and makes more oxygen available 
to the blood. It stimulates the cir- 
culation, brings color to the cheeks, 

Make your walk a brisk one, cow 
ering at least two miles daily. If 
walking makes you duly tired, 
there may be so ing wrong 
with the way walk, or with 
your shoes, The shoes should have 
low heels and moderately thick 
soles so that you don’t feel every 
pebble. Hold the body straight 
and erect, but not stiff; keep the 
knees straight and swing the legs 
from the hip in a long, easy stride. 

The muscles of almost every 
overweight girl are likely’ to be 
badly in need of. exerci The 
muscles may actually have 
wasted away to some extent and 
need to be toned up and strength- 
ened. When weight is being lost, 
exercise is especially necessary in 
order to prevent undue sagging 
and to keep the figure youthful 
and trim, 

If the muscles are weak and re 
laxed, however, exercise should be 
moderate and not too straining. It 
should be done consistently every 
day.

It deals with 
men’s suits. What do you think 
of it?” 

I had scarcely started reading 
the second sentence of copy before 
I came upon such phrases as the 
following: “Miraculously resistant 
to wearing off.” Two lines farther 
down the page were these com- 
ments: “Luxuriously light in 
weight.” The next sentence con- 
tained another bit of girlish poetic 
hyperbole: “Blisafully comfortable 
and exhilarating.” 

Any man who would write such 
sentimental ‘exaggerations about 
ordinary weol suits for the male 
sex isn't using modern advertising 
psychology. Doesn't it sound like 
a gushing girl? Can you imagine 
any virile male with an lota of 
“horse sense” using such terms as 
“miraculously, luxuriously, blissful- 
ly and exhilarating” when describ- 
ing wool pants, vests and coats? 

But this ad went out in the mall 
to tens of thousands of men! 

If that ad had been devoted 
to a bride’s nightie and other 
diaphanous lingerie, then I 
wouldn't object so much. But it 
is disgraceful to the English lan- 
guage to desecrate “miraculous” 


and “blissful” by linking them 
with a man’s wool pants. 


Peter’s walking on the Sea to 
meet Jesus, may properly be 
termed miraculous. So might Edi- 
son’s invention of the electric light 
and phonograph. Or the rescue of 
some of our brave soldiers who 
had floated for many days on @ 
rubber life boat. But it degrades 
and cheapens our language when 
we permit soap, breakfast food, 
chewing gum or even men’s pants 
to be described with words that 
should be reserved for deep re 
ligious or emotional experience, 


Old-fashioned advertising men, 
however, still think they must 
clutch at every superlative adjec- 
tive in order to write good copy. 
They are still fond of “acmé,” 
“gorgeous,” “stupendous” and 
“colossal” in describing merchan- 
dise that may sell for not over 
two bits, Is it any wonder that 
Americans have grown blase and 
cynical? Or that our children have 
indulged in sophistry regarding 
patriotism and religion? They see 
the President's picture hanging 
above the bar in almost every 
night club, and the American 
stars and atripes is still intimately 
linked with too much commercial- 
ism and manufactured goods. It's 
high time we began to apply a 
little horse sense in the field of 
advertising and selling!

Garden 


ADISH leaves that look as if 

they have been pierced by bird 

shot, cabbage leaves with in- 
verted scallops, and ragged holes 
here and there in the leaves along 
the vegetable rows prove that the 
insect invasion has started. Until 
my garden became an ankle-deep 
bog, I kept up the daily hunt for 
the six-legged enemies. To give 
the devil his due, there is this to 
say in favor of all the rainstorms, 
They have certainly helped in in- 
sect control. The insect popula- 
tion is way below its usual figure 
this season. This is especially 
lucky because insecticides, such as 
Rotenone and Pyrethrum, have 
gone to war and are almost im- 
possible to get. “Hand picking” will 
be most important for insect con- 
trol in our small gardens. Learn to 
recognize the enemies and you 
will be betten equipped for the 
work. Of course, some dusting or 
spraying may be necessary later 
on, but the “hand picking” will be 
our major defensive tactic. 


Almost each vegetable has its 
special inséct enemies. Then there 
are those which eat on related 
plants and, finally, the bugs with 
appetites educated to a varied diet. 
The Flea Beetles belong to that 
last group. They are responsible 
for the “bird-shot” holes in the 
radish, celery cabbage, potato and 
many other leaves. There are more 
than a dozen different Flea Beetles, 
most of them from 1-16 to 1-8 of 
an inch long and they vary in 
color from black to bronzy blue 
and a striped black and cream 
variety. They get their name from 
their ability to hop swiftly away 
as you try to pick them off and 
squash .them. Go after them on 
grey, cool days. They are most 
apt to be sluggish, then.

I NOTICED THE first 12-spotted 
cucumber beetle in my garden this 
morning, eating at the potato 
leaves for want of its favorite 
food. plant. It is greenish yellow 
with 12 black spots. So far, I 
haven't seen the striped cucumber 
beetle. It is yellow and black. 
Both beetles are oval shaped and 
about one-fourth to one-half inch 
long. Pick them off and kill them 
whenever you see them. But for 
your young plants of the cucumber 
family, small propped tents of 
cheesecloth or unbleached muslin 
secured in the soil all around, or 
“Hotkaps” purchased from the seed 
store, are the surest protection. 
They should be on just as soon as 
the seedlings start through the 
soil. 

The various weevils look like 
tiny editions of queer prehistoric 
monsters, with their strangely- 
shaped snout-like mouths. They 
vary in size from one-sixteenth to 
one-eighth of an inch; !m color, 
battleship gray and black are the 
most common. Be watchful for 
this insect on your beans for the 
eggs are laid within the bean pods 
and the grubs eat the beans while 
the adults chew at the leaves. 
Again, gray days are best for this 
hunt.

There are three different kinds 
of caterpillars to look for on the 
cabbage family plants. At first, 
you will find it hard to discover 
the caterpillar of the imported 
cabbage butterfly and the south- 
ern cabbage butterfly. In both 
color and texture, they are 
amazinely like the plants they 
eat. Wherever you see a chewed 
leaf, look closely on and under 
the leaves and down in the cen- 
ter where the head is forming. 
The velvety green caterpillars 
may be quite tiny or up to a half 
inch long. You may even notice 
pin-point size whitish eggs laid 
on the leaves by the parents of 
these caterpillars. Watch those 
white butterflies fitting through 
the garden and you'll see them 
settle on the leaves momentarily 
and lay the eggs. The third of 
the ca>hage caterpillars is the 
lonpper that gets its name from 
it< wav of crawling and resting 
with the middle of its body 
rrised. It is green with a whit- 
ish strive down each side and 
grows to he one and one-half 
inches long. The adult is a 
mousey-colered moth. 

x* « * 

APHIDS, OR PLANT LICE, take 
up pages in the books on insects. 
All of them are quite tiny sucking 
insects. Peas, cabbage, potatoes; 
almost all of our vegetable plants 
suit the taste of some of the aph- 
ids. They may be green, white. 
black, or reddish in color and 
‘winged or wingless ir-the adult 
stage. Their amazing way of giv- 
ing birth to live young in extraor- 
dinarv numbers, makes them usu- 
ally found in close-packed colonies. 


The aphids act as carriers of 
certain plant diseases, carrying in- 
fection from the sick plant to a 
healthy one. It’s a good thing that 
the old favorite “Black Leaf 40” 
and the other nicotine sulphate in- 
secticides, which are _ effective 
against the aphids and other soft- 
bodied insects, are plentiful on the 
market. For these tiny insects are 
almost impossible to check by 
hand picking. Follow the manu- 
facturers’ directions for making 
up a spray or dust of these chemi- 
cals. When you use them, be sure 
the stuff gets onto the insect, for 
these are “contact” killers. 

As the season advances, I will 
warn you against other garden 
enemies as they appear. The 
“growing” business is certainly a 
work that calls for many talents. 
We are finding that out in our 
backyard food campaigns.

IRST COUSIN to that long- 
F time American favorite, the 

Denver sandwich, is this lunch- 
eon egg dish. It also belongs to 
the omelet family—to the French 
or non-puffy branch. People who 
prefer it insist that this type is the 
only real omelet. It has the ad- 
vantage of making a very good 
sandwich filling, good hot or cold, 
but it can be eaten separately from 
the bread as a real egg dish. No- 
tice that this is a very specially 
nutritious dish, with all the food 
value of the eggs themselves plus 
the high vitamin A content of the 
green pepper, which is one of the 
very top sources of this valuable 
vitamin. 


Luncheon Eggs. 


Four strips bacon (three ounces), 
one-third cup chopped green pep- 
per, one-third cup chopped green 
onfon, one-third cup chopped celery, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, dash pa- 
prika, four eggs, slightly beaten. 

Cut bacon into small pieces and 
put into a small skillet. Add veg- 
etables and simmer for seven or 
eight minutes. Add the salt and 
paprika to the slightly beaten eggs 
and pour over the vegetables in 


the skillet. Cook over low heat, 
without stirring, until egg is firm, 
about five minutes. This may be 
used as a luncheon dish or as a 
sandwich filling.

YMPHONY managers and anx- 
S ious boards of directors all over 

the country must have read 
with considerable interest the an- 
nouncement that the United States 
Rubber Co. had undertaken the 
sponsorship of the New York Phil- 
harmonic-Symphony Radio broad- 
casts. How this may affect the 
future of symphonic music in the 
United States is still merely a 
matter of conjecture, but conjec- 
ture has always been a favorite 
mental pastime, especially when it 
is tinged with hope. 

The New York Philharmonic 
Orchestra enjoys an unusually 
favorable economic position. It has 
a large endowment fund, derives 
a certain revenue from phonograph 
records and is situated in the 
world’s largest metropolitan dis- 
trict, where a liberal patronge of 
the arts has a widespread practice. 
Nevertheless, the Philharmonic, 
like all orchestras, has an annual 
deficit. It shouldn't be difficult to 
imagine what the sudden acquisi- 
tion of about $150,000 will mean. 


Of course, the new broadcasting 
program will also entail additional 
expense but Marshall Field, presi- 
dent of the board of directors, has 
made it abundantly clear that the 
sponsorship will mean not only an 
enlarged artistic program but an 
easing of the society's financial 


problems. 
x *« * 


IF THE NEW sponsorship of 
these broadcasts were simply an 
act of civic-minded generosity, it 
would be unprecedented and, there- 
fore, interesting but it would have 
no significance for other organiza- 
tions. From the statement made 
by the United States Rubber Co., 
however, it is apparent that the 
corporation regards it as an ad- 
vertising venture from which it 
expects an appropriate return. 
This return will not be measured 
in terms of immediate monetary 
profits, since at the moment the 
eorporation has nothing to sell the 
public, but in goodwill. The corpo- 
ration wants to keep its name 
before the public and these broad- 
easte are regarded as a favorable 
means of doing #0.

MEANWHILE, the St. Louls or-

On a Cook's Tour 


ROM what I hear it looks as 
Prince the nation’s Victory 

gardens are going to “produce 
loads of tomatoes and potatoes. 
That’s good news. 

Here’s one thing to remember 
about preparing tomatoes. Before 
serving them as a salad remove 
the skins. As you know, this is 
simple. All you need do is drop 
the tomatoes in boiling water for 
a couple of minutes, then in cold 
water, and with a small sharp 
knife remove the skins. The best 
restaurants always do that. When 
you are going to stew fresh toma- 
toes (skins removed) cut them in 
two and squeeze them gently to 
remove some of the juice, and at 
the same time remove as many of 
the seeds as you can. During the 
cooking dust them with powdered 
sugar and season to your taste. 

I like the way James “Dinty” 
Moore prepares baked potatoes. For 
the most part they are not baked 
much at all. He partially boils 
them in a heavy salt brine and 
then finishes them in the baking 
oven. I have never known anyone 
to use this method on a potato, yet 
I must say it is a good one, as the 
proof is in the eating. When the 
potato is opened it is white and 
fluffy and beautifully cooked. 

In Rector’s we served Potatoes 
Anna and when they are prepared 
properly; as I am going to tell you, 
I am sure you will be serving them 
very often. 


POTATOES ANNA. 

Wash afid pare six medium-sized 
raw potatoes, trimming them into 
cylinder shape. Cut them in slices 
one-eighth of an inch thick. You 
now have rounds of potato slices 
which should be about one and 
one-half inches in diameter and 
one-eighth of an inch thick. Fresh- 
eh in cold watér and dry on a 
towel. Butter the bottom of a 
shallow skillet of omelet pan and 
arrange the potatoes to have the 
slices overlap each other. The bot- 
tom layer becoffies the top when 
the potatoes are turned out, so ar- 
fange them nicely, covering the en- 
tire bott6m of the pan. Spread the 
layer with softened butter and sea- 
son with a little salt and pepper. 
Centinue to build layers of pota- 
toes and softened butter until 
about two inches high. Cover pan 
and cook in moderate oven for one 
hour. Remove from oven, uncover 
pan and place a large plate on top, 
invert pan carefully and there you 
have a rounded batch of potatoes 
with a golden browned top. 


BAKED BLUEFISH, CREOLE. 
Clean a four-pound  bluefish. 
Rub with oil and season with salt 
and pepper. Lay fish in a but- 
tered baking pan, add one-half cup 
of tomato juice and sprinkle one 
tablespoon of finely chopped onion 
over the fish. Place in moderate 
oven to bake for 30 minutes, bast- 
ing occasionally during that time. 
Remove from oven, pour Creole 
sauce over the fish, sprinkle top 
with bread crumbs, dot with small 
bits of butter and return to oven 
until nicely browned, or about 10 
minutes.

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Several years ago there appeared 
in this column a labor-saving rec- 
ipe for a truly delicious cake. Here 
it is agdin: One bowl, one spoon 
and one pan. It is foolproof, pro- 
vided you add the eggs one at a 
time at the very last: 


‘ LABOR-SAVING CAKE, 


One-half cup butter, one and 
one-fourth cups sugar, two-thirds 
cup milk, two cups cake flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla extract, one-half tea- 
spoon lemon extract, three eggs. 

Cream butter and gradually add 
sugar; beat in milk. Add flour, 
baking powder and salt sifted to- 
gether. Add extracts and eggs one 
at a time, beating thoroughly after 
each addition. Bake in a shallow 
pan 7 by 12 inches in moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.). When cake 


is cool it may be frosted with any 
simple frosting recipe or favorite 
that you happen to have. 

One of our readers wrote in that 
she simply sprinkles the top of the 
cake with granulated sugar to 
which a tiny bit of cinnamon was 
added. Another wrote that she 
topped her cake with a broiled 
icing. As this is somewhat of a 
novelty I’ll pass it along. 


BROILED ICING. 

Three tablespoons melted butter, 
one-fourth cup brown sugar, 
packed tight; two tablespoons 
cream, one-half cup shredded coco- 
nut. 

Mix all ingredients together and 
while cake is still warm spread 
over the top. Expose to low broiler 
heat until top becomes bubbly and 
coconut colors slightly.

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Inside Hollywood 
'Toughie' Bickford 
Gets Priest's Role

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., May 22. 


TRANGE to tell, Charles Bickford looked saintly and sancti- 

monious and entirely authentic, all rolled into one, when we 

came upon him yesterday wearing the flowing black robes of 
the priestly Dean of Lourdes.on the set of “The Song of Berna- 
dette.” 

Mr. Bickford looked happy, too. 
Under his broad-brimmed black hat, 
his freckled Irish face was creased 
from ear to ear in a wholesome, wel- 
coming smile. In the pocket of his 
robe was a prayer book. There wasn’t 
a gun or a knife on his person. Charlie 
Bickford, the notorious screen killer, 
has gone straight in a big way! 

“This is the kind of role that can 
start any actor on an entirely new 
career,” said the beaming Bickford. 
“It's the best thing I ever got trom 
Hollywood. And I’ve waited 14 years

TOO Bickford came to Hollywood in 1928, 
fresh from a brilliant career on the stage. Cecil B. De Mille 
brought him out to play in “Dynamite” and he quickly became 
the Humphrey Bogart of his era. His bellowing voice and menac- 
ing mannerisms were strewn over a long series of killings, rob- 
bery, arson and every bit of deviltry that could be conceived 
under the heading of screen villainy. 

Struggling desperate, by means of walkouts and subsequent 
suspensions that earned him a reputation for being “tempera- 
mental” and “difficult,” Bickford attempted to extricate himself 
from the tentacles of the Hollywood typing monster. But all to 
no avail-—until the little Monogram company made a picture called 
“Mutiny in the Big House.” In it Bickford played the role of a 
real-life priest, Father Duffy, Kansas hero of a jailbreak, It was 
the screening of that picture a few months ago that helped land 
Charlie the plum role of his screen career—the important assign- 
ment of Dean Peyramale in “The Song of Bernadette.” But the 
author helped, too,

“I THINK THERE WERE SOME FIFTY ACTORS TESTED 
for this part,” said Bickford. “How I came to get a test, and win 
the role, I never knew until a few days ago when the author, 
Franz Werfel, visited the set and I was introduced to him. 

“Much to my amazement he told me that he had seen me 
often on the screen and when his story was sold to 20th Century- 
Fox my name came first to his mind as the logical actor to play- 
the Dean of Lourdes. But, I told him, 90 per cent of my film 
roles have been killers and other types of villain, and certainly 
there was nothing about my characterizations that could even 
suggest the saintly man of his story. 

“Then he paid me a flattering compliment, one that I'll never 
forget. Said Mr. Werfel: ‘Yes, but even when you were at your 
very worst, I could detect something behind it all; something in 
your eyes that showed you had a heart.’” 

That, according to sentimental Charlie Bickford, is the nicest 
thing that has happened to him in his 25 years on the stage and 
screen. 

There is less of the ham about Bickford than most Hollywood 
actors who take their careers as seriously as he does. When he 
talks about himself it is with hesitancy and genuine embarrass 
ment. It seems a habit with him to discuss other players in the 
cast, at least those about whom he can say something constructive. 

He thinks, for instance, that the heroine of “The Song of 
Bernadette,” Jennifer Jones, is going to be the greatest star in 
pictures come 1944, 

“All of us working with her have that same feeling,” he said. 
“She is plain, simple and is endowed with a sincerity that is cer- 
tain to make its mark on the screen. And the most beautiful 
part about it is that Jennifer Jones does not know it and refuses 
to believe it. I believe she is one newcomer whom great success 
will never change. Wait and see if I’m not correct.” 

Bickford, who is 6 feet 1 inch tall, was born in Cambridge, 
Mass., and before getting the stage bug, via stock in the New 
England States, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, St. Louis and Chicago, 
was a coal heaver on an around-the-world trip with Roosevelt’s 
fleet.

HIPS—many and quick—are needed to keep the far-flung 
forces of the United Nations supplied with arms, equipment 
and food. The Maritime Commission's program calls for the 

completion of 19,000,000 tons of new cargo ships this year— 
39,000,000 tons by the end of 1944. The Bethlehem Fairfield ship- 


yards, near Baltimore, Maryland, is doing its share to meet the 
demands of war. Crews working day and night are now sending 
new ships down the ways at the rate of one every 36 hours. This 
almost miraculous speed has been made possible by drastic 
changes in ship-building methods.
